The foregoing officers were sworn to the faithful performance of their 
duties. 

The necessary ballots prepared for each Precinct and the paraphernalia 
for the proper conduct of the Election were supplied by the Town Clerk 
and turned over to the Wardens of the various Precincts. 

The polls were declared open in each Precinct at seven o’clock A. M. 
and remained open until seven o’clock P. M., at which time, after due 
notice, they were declared closed. 


Immediately after the closing of the polls, the Town Clerk turned over 
to the Wardens of Precincts 1-2-3-4-5-6 the envelopes received by her 
purporting to contain Absent Voter Ballots, together with the applications 
therefor filed by said voters for registration as Absent Voters. 

The Wardens caused all of the fourteen (14) envelopes containing 
Absent Voter Ballots to be opened and signatures, affidavits, postmarks, etc., 
to be examined in accordance with Section 95, Chapter 54 of the General 
Laws, and any amendments there may be thereto, and fourteen (14) were 
found to be correct. The names of the fourteen (14) Absent Voters were 
checked on the voting list in the proper Precincts and then the fourteen 
(14) Absent Voter Ballots were deposited in the proper Ballot Boxes. 

The number of Absent Voter Ballots cast in the Precincts were as 
follows:

The Ballots were counted by the Election Officers in each Precinct, 
the tally sheets and total vote sheets prepared by the Town Clerk being 
used, and the results of the same declared in the respective Precincts. 

The Ballots cast, after being counted, were enclosed in envelopes, sealed 
and encased in cases, together with envelopes containing spoiled ballots, 
which were strapped up and sealed with the Precinct seal, and the same 
delivered to the Registrars of Voters in the Town Clerk’s Office. 

The Town Clerk and Registrars of Voters, upon receipt of the returns 
from the several Precincts, forthwith canvassed the same and announced 
the results at 1:20 o’clock A. M., March 4, 1958.

with this section if it contains not less than 15,000 square feet and is not 
less than 100 feet wide. 


Provided, however, that nothing contained in this Section shall pre- 
vent the construction or placing of any building on any lot having a smaller 
area, width, or frontage, if such lot on or subsequent to the effective date 
hereof did not adjoin other land of the same owner available for use in 
connection with said lot. 

The Board of Appeals may make special exceptions to the provisions 
of this section by authorizing, upon appeal, the granting of permits for the 
erection or placing of dwelling houses on lots of land containing less area 
or width or frontage than is hereby prescribed or, upon the written re- 
quest of the owner of a parcel of land, by authorizing the Building Com- 
missioner to grant permits from time to time for the erection or placing 
of dwelling houses upon subdivisions or any or all of the lots thereof, 
although containing less area or width or frontage, than is hereby pre- 
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scribed, subject to such limitations of time and other conditions as it may 
impose, whenever, after a public hearing, it shall find that — (1) Adjoining 
areas have been previously developed by the construction of houses on lots 
generally containing less area, or width, or frontage than is prescribed 
by this section and the standard of the neighborhood so established does 
not reasonably require a subdivision of the applicant’s land into lots con- 
taining the area, or width, or frontage, hereby prescribed; or (2) lots as 
large as is hereby prescribed would not be readily salable and could not 
be economically or advantageously used for building purposes because 
of the proximity of the land to through ways bearing heavy traffic, or to 
a railroad, or because of other physical conditions or characteristics affect- 
ing it but not affecting generally the zoning district. 

No lot on which a dwelling house is situated, whether heretofore or 
hereafter placed, shall be reduced in area, or width, or frontage, if such 
lot has less area or width or frontage than is hereby prescribed, or if by 
such reduction it would have less area, or width, or frontage, than is hereby 
prescribed, except in either case by taking by eminent domain or a con- 
veyance for a public purpose; and in the event of such reduction in viola- 
tion hereof, the house on such lot shall not be used until sufficient land 
is restored or added to said lot, so that it will have an area, width, and 
frontage, equal to its original area, width, and frontage, or equal to the 
area, width, and frontage hereby required to be provided for such house. 

The Planning Board on request of the Board of Appeals shall make a 
report to it, with recommendations, on the question of granting any ap- 
plication for special exceptions hereunder.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


At the Annual Town Meeting of March 1958, the Board of Selectmen 
requested appropriations for funds with respect. to three matters concerning 
which we think specific comment in this our Annual Report is desirable. 


1. Town Dump 

Prior to the Annual Town Meeting in 1958, the Finance Committee, 
Board of Health and the Board of Selectmen were of the unanimous opinion 
that more economical and effective operation of the Town Disposal Area 
would result if executive responsibility for its operation were placed in 
the Superintendent of Highways. A Sanitation Budget, which not only 
included the cost of operation of the Town Disposal Area but also the 
expense of garbage collection, was submitted to the Annual Town Meeting. 
This budget reflected the transfer of the dump operation from the Board 
of Health to the Superintendent of Highways, who acts under the Board 
of Selectmen. 

Before the Town had voted this transfer your Board of Selectmen 
had investigated the dump situation and believed that, if the present site 
were to be used for any appreciable period of time, it would be necessary 
to undertake controlled burning of refuse. Space shortage in this disposal 
area had been the reason for the intensified activity of the Incinerator 
and Waste Committee immediately prior to the Town Meeting of 1958. 
Controlled burning seemed a method of resolving to a considerable extent 
this space problem. 
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The Annual Town Meeting strongly rejected the recommendation of 
the Incinerator and Waste Committee, while at the same time transferring 
the dump operations to the Selectmen’s Department. There was then no 
explicit opposition to the proposed temporary burning of refuse. 

Trenches were dug at the dump with Highway Department equip- 
ment. A large amount of combustible material, which had been buried 
at the site, was dug up and burned together with the daily accumulation. 
Weekly, the unburnable residue has been buried in the trenches. The 
Board of Selectmen continued the burning program through the summer 
and fall for the reason that considerable valuable space was thereby made 
available. Estimates of the remaining life of the dump site indicated that 
with burning of the sort which had been adopted the dump could probably 
be used for a period of from five to seven years. 

During this past summer, certain of the residents of the area near 
the dump complained about smoke. Two other serious problems were also 
brought to the attention of the Board — insects and rodents. The Board 
shortened the hours during which the dump was open to some extent, and 
also directed that the daily fires be extinguished earlier, particularly on 
Saturdays. 

On the recommendation of a State entomologist, both the concentra- 
tion of the solution of chlordane, sprayed on the dump site to kill 
cockroaches, and the frequency of its application were increased. Rodent 
experts were consulted and specific anti-rodent measures, both at the dump 
and all along the Aberjona River, were advised and adopted in conjunction 
with the Board of Health. Additional funds therefore were obtained from 
the Reserve Fund with the approval of the Finance Committee. These 
measures had been investigated because of the complaints above referred 
to, and the measures which were adopted had been adopted after con- 
sultation and with the approval of the Town Board of Health. 

In November 1958 certain citizens complained to the State Board of 
Health that neither this Board nor the Winchester Board of Health had 
taken any steps to abate in any way certain alleged nuisances. A repre- 
sentative of the State Board of Health conferred with your Selectmen 
and the members of the Town Board of Health in late November and 
reported the complaint above referred to. In general, it was the hope of 
the town officials directly involved in the matter that this problem could 
be resolved at the local level—here in Winchester—without State inter- 
vention. 

However, after public hearing, if the State Board of Health should 
find that a smoke or other nuisance does exist in connection with the 
operation of a municipal dump, that Board has statutory power to order 
abatement forthwith of such smoke or other nuisance. 

In mid-December, the Board of Selectmen called a public hearing on 
the dump problem, which was attended by a considerable number of resi- 
dents who lived near the disposal area. Details of this hearing have been 
set forth in the Winchester Star and in the Woburn Times. In brief, the 
objections to the burning, indeed to any burning at the present dump site, 
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were forcefully and explicitly indicated by many. Objection was also 
voiced to the present location of the Town Disposal Area. 


At a special meeting of the Board of Selectmen held immediately 
following this public hearing it was voted to stop all burning at the dump 
until the Town, as a whole, through its Representative Town Meeting, had 
taken action with respect to such matter. 


2. Renovation program of the Town Hall. 


In contrast to the tenor of our report with respect to the dump situa- 
tion, may we inform you that the renovation program which was spon- 
sored by the Board of Selectmen at the Annual Town Meeting in 1958 
is now well under way. 

In the late spring and early summer, with architectural assistance, 
plans for the renovation of the east end of the basement of the Town 
Hall were developed. After the specifications had been modified and re-bid, 
a contract for this renovation was awarded. 


At this time, work on this project is approximately 80% completed. 
Your Board of Selectmen is of the opinion that the cost of the addition of 
modernized office space for the Town Accountant’s office and as offices 
and a hearing room for the Planning Board in an area which for many 
years served only for storage has been well worth the expenditure of ap- 
proximately $18,000, the sum appropriated at the Annual Town Meeting 
in 1958. The renovation is being completed in a workmanlike manner 
with the use of modern construction material and methods and without 
necessity for any additional funds. May we respectfully suggest that the 
readers of this report visit the renovated area for the purpose of seeing 
how much life there still is in the old Town Hall and, more importantly, 
how much satisfactory, economical and much needed office space can be 
made available. 


The proposed use of the Town Hall Auditorium space for School Ad- 
ministrative offices has been explored further. Although this matter is 
still under study, your Board of Selectmen is of the opinion that satis- 
factory plans for this development will be ready for presentation to the 
Town Meeting members for their action at the next Annual Town Meet- 
ing. This conversion has been undertaken with the cooperation of the 
School Committee, the Superintendent of Schools and the School Building 
Committee for Enlarged Facilities for Senior and Junior High Schools 
and School Administration Offices. 


In addition to the foregoing, certain repairing of the office space pre- 
sently occupied by the Board of Selectmen and by the Town Accountant 
and his staff has been undertaken. The Board of Selectmen will, after 
January 1959, use as a meeting room the area previously occupied by the 
Town Accountant and his staff. On all too many occasions at public hear- 
ings held by the Board overcrowding in our office has been most unfor- 
tunate. Henceforth, it is to be hoped that there will be adequate space 
available to accommodate the public at such hearings. 
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3. Administrative Assistant. 


On July 1, 1958 the Board appointed Mr. Oscar E. Merrow of this 
Town to the position of Administrative Assistant to the Board of Select- 
men. Mr. Merrow had served on the Winchester Finance Committee from 
1955 — 1958 and had been active as the Finance Committee representative 
on the Town Fiscal Survey Committee during that period. 


On projects assigned to him by the Board of Selectmen, Mr. Merrow 
has tactfully and effectively been of invaluable assistance to the Board. 
His work in connection with investigating certain projects has been most 
helpful. 


One project, in particular, has been assigned to Mr. Merrow on which 
comment should be made. In early 1958 the Addressograph equipment, 
which had been acquired under appropriation for the Fiscal Survey Com- 
mittee in 1957, was delivered. Because this equipment is to serve several 
departments, it was the opinion of the Fiscal Survey Committee that the 
responsibility for correlating its use should be assumed by the Board of 
Selectmen. This was done. The Board assigned the job of getting this 
equipment into production to its Administrative Assistant. 


This equipment has been set up for street listing, voters’ lists, real 
estate tax billing, Water Department billing, poll tax billing and for use 
in mailing warrants, notices of the call of town meetings, Finance Com- 
mittee reports and Annual reports. In connection with this work, clerical 
personnel in the Town Hall in many departments housed in the Town 
Hall has been employed. It was necessary to train all this personnel in the 
specialized use of this new equipment. This has been a time-consuming 
project. With the mechanization of these mailing and billing functions, 
it is believed that increased economy and efficiency will be realized. 


Our Administrative Assistant has made many studies for the Board 
on such varied subjects as (1) records and vault management (2) Town 
Hall space, use and rentals (3) school traffic control methods of other muni- 
cipalities (4) cockroaches (5) practices of other towns concerning distribu- 
tion of warrants and reports and (6) meter maintenance methods of other 
municipalities. Mr. Merrow has also assisted the Board appreciably in 
connection with the renovation and repair work in the Town Hall with 
respect to plans and the problems which develop once work starts on such 
projects. 

The Chairman of your Board of Selectmen has requested that mention 
be made in this report of the fact that on an almost daily basis, the Ad- 
ministrative Assistant of the Board of Selectmen has been in contact with 
the Chairman. This close contact has been extremely helpful to him and 
to the Board as a whole in maintaining a detailed, informed and current 
contact with the many matters which arise daily. 


Certain economies and savings in the operation of the Board of Select- 
men have been realized as a direct result of the work of the Administra- 
tive Assistant. 
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Your Board of Selectmen is of the opinion that an Administrative 
Assistant is of great assistance to the Board in connection with the reso- 
lution of the many administrative problems which arise under its respon- 
sibility. 

4. Other Matters. 

Under the enabling statute which set up a Representative Town Meet- 
ing in Winchester there is set forth a requirement that the Board of Select- 
men review from time to time and at least every five years the number of 
voters in the precincts of the Town for the purpose of relocating when 
necessary the precinct boundaries. The differential which has existed for 
some years in the number of registered voters in certain precincts has 
become increasingly greater. In December this matter was studied and the 
Board voted a re-alignment of the precinct boundaries so as to reduce to 
an insignificant percentage the differential between the precincts. 

During the year, a representative of the Board of Selectmen has ap- 
peared at two hearings held by the Metropolitan District Commission con- 
cerning the matter of boating on the Mystic Lakes. In this area, the active 
interest and cooperation of Hon. Harrison Chadwick, our Representative 
in the General Court, must be noted. We understand that the Metropolitan 
District Commission has earmarked for expenditure funds sufficient for the 
construction of a motor-boating ramp on the southerly end of the lower 
Mystic Lake. The Commission has indicated that the launching ramp now 
used, located north of Sandy Beach in Bacon’s Pond, will then be closed. 


On July 31, 1958 Miss Mary H. French retired as Executive Clerk of 
the Board of Selectmen. Miss French has served the Town in this capacity 
since 1946. Her services have been of great assistance to the Selectmen of 
our Town. She deserves hearty praise for her conscientious and effective 
work for the Town over the years. 


We believe at this time that we should state for the record the good 
fortune of the Town in having in its service men and women of integrity 
and intelligence. May we commend for their excellent service Charles J. 
Harrold, Chief of Police, James E. Callahan, Chief of the Fire Department, 
James A. Wakefield, Jr., Superintendent of Highways, James J. Costello, 
Town Accountant, William B. MacDonald, Building Commissioner and 
Vincent P. Clarke, Town Counsel. These men serve your Town with extra- 
ordinary reliability, initiative and competence. 

We much appreciate the cooperation shown us by all the departments, 
boards and committees of the Town with whom it has been a pleasure for 
us to work during the past year.

REPORT OF THE DOG OFFICER 


The number of dogs licensed in the town for the year of 1958 were 
thirteen hundred. 


The number of dogs picked up and confined at the town kennel in the 
city of Woburn at Seminatore’s Kennel were thirty-six. Of these, seven 
were returned to their owners and licensed. Twenty-six were turned over 
to the S.P.C.A. or Angell Memorial Animal Hospital on Longwood Avenue, 
Boston; the rest, numbering three, were turned over to the State Medical 
Department. 


I, the Dog Officer, Robert Heitz, also checked on lost and found dogs 
and kept track of dogs that had repeatedly bitten people in the town. Known 
repeaters have been confined or banished or destroyed for the better of 
all concerned. I have also checked on and reported to the Board of Select- 
men, to which they have held hearings and decided accordingly, on dog 
complaints and disturbances caused by various dogs and also settled by the 
Board of Selectmen.

REPORT OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT 
Board of Selectmen 
Winchester, Mass. 
Gentlemen: 


I submit herewith my thirteenth annual report of the Fire Department 
for the year 1958. 


During the year the department has responded to 419 Still, 58 Box, 3 
False, and 12 Mutual Aid Alarms, a total of 492 Alarms. 39 of the alarms 
were for rescue work at which 42 cylinders of oxygen were used. As a 
sult of supervised burning at the town dump, only 14 runs had to be made 
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there this year. However, since supervised burning has been suspended 
on December 18th, the dump has once again become a problem. 

Apparatus has traveled a total of 12,513 miles and has pumped 202 
hours. Due to the wet weather during the spring and summer our brush 
fire alarms were greatly reduced over previous years. However, we have 
had to contend with a jet plane crash in January, fires in two B & M Budd 
trains and an extensive two alarm fire in December in the Boodakian 
rug plant. 

13,800 feet of 242, 13,700 feet of 1%, and 48,000 feet of booster hose 
was used and 1,085 feet of ladder raised. 5 dry chemical and 12 carbon 
dioxide extinguishers were used. 165 extinguisher were filled for other 
town departments or for residents of town. 

187 inspections were made of oil burning equipment and permits issued, 
12 for storage of inflammable fluids, and 38 for blasting operations. Oil 
storage permits were issued for a total storage of 42,200 gallons of light 
fuel oil. 


All motor equipment is in good running condition. Our 1925 model 
Ahrens Fox piston pumper was replaced in November with a new Mack 
1000 G.P.M. centrifugal pumper. Two of our pumpers are Over 22 years 
old and will be due for replacement in the near future. 


All fire alarm boxes and circuits on our fire alarm system were tested 
each month. A considerable amount of overhead wire has been replaced 
and a number of change overs made from old to new poles. A 1,200 foot 
section of old lead cable in upper Main Street has been giving trouble 
and is scheduled for replacement in 1959. The steam fire whistle at the 
Beggs & Cobb power plant went out of service April lst when the power 
plant was closed. A compressed air fire whistle has been installed at the 
fire station replacing the steam whistle. 


The station building is in good condition. Members of the department 
have repainted the interior of the tower and the fire alarm rooms during 
the year. A separate watch room is needed at the apparatus floor to re- 
place the present inadequate arrangement. 


The manual force consists of 34 permanent and 10 Call Men. The 
permanent force at present consists of a Chief, 2 Captains, 2 permanent 
Lieutenants, 2 acting Lieutenants, a mechanic, 2 fire alarm men and 24 
fire fighters. Lt. John O’Melia, a member of the department since 1928 
was retired due to a disability on September lst. 


Our auxiliary force is composed of 20 men. They have attended a 
training program conducted by Captain Amico from May through June 
and during September and October. They have responded on many of 
our alarms and have given us valuable assistance. In May Chief T. Parker 
Clarke retired as Chief of the auxiliary force and Bruce Hamilton was 
appointed to succeed him. Mr. Clarke retained his position as Secretary 
of the auxiliary force until his untimely death in October. 


Home building in the west side hill section has stepped up during the 
year. Permits for construction of 76 new homes in this area were issued 
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by the building commissioner. The west side fire station will have to be 
built soon to provide this section of town with adequate fire protection. 

I wish to express my appreciation to the residents and business men 
for their cooperation in fire prevention, to the permanent men who have 
responded to alarms when off duty, our call men, chaplains Rev. Bailey 
and Rev. Anadore, Bruce Hamilton and his auxiliary force, Mr. Boecker 
and Mr. Russell of the Civil Defense office and members of other town 
departments for their cooperation and assistance.

The department now consists of a Chief, two Lieutenants, four Sar- 
geants, twenty-nine patrolmen and one woman secretary. 


Mobile Equipment 

The motor vehicle equipment consists of one 1949 Cadillac Ambulance, 
two 1958 Fords and one 1957 Chevrolet patrol cars. 

The Chevrolet and one of the Ford patrol cars should be replaced 
this year, they now requiring constant repair work. 

The ambulance should be replaced this year, it now requiring constant 
expensive repairs. While it is possible a costly overhaul of this ambulance 
might extend its use for another year, it is also reasonable to believe that 
the cost of maintaining this piece of equipment will exceed all fees de- 
rived from its use during 1959. I recommend its replacement. 


Teletype and Radio 

At this time, while we do not contemplate any immediate additions to 
our call-box system, (17 call boxes) with the rapid development of the 
Ridge Street section it is reasonable to assume that additional boxes will 
be required in the near future. 

With a mandatory change-over of our radio system by 1961, all sets 
operated through this station (includes Fire and Water Depts.) have been 
surveyed through Civil Defense experts for change-over and replacements. 
(SEE CIVIL DEFENSE REPORT.) 

To maintain efficient reception and transmission via teletype, it will 
be necessary to replace our present set, now about fourteen years old 
and second-hand when we received it at that time. It now requires con- 
stant attention. 


Police Station 
At this time the station is in good condition. Inside painting will be 
required and installation of storm windows on north side will be requested, 
1960 Budget. 


Traffic and Safety 

Throughout the past year your department has maintained its usual 
policy of giving lectures, distributing literature and through the courtesy 
of the Winchester Star keeping our citizens aware of traffic hazards, im- 
proper operations, violations of the automobile laws, penalties, etc. While 
this town, certainly not being at the bottom of the list, could stand with 
much improvement in motor vehicle operations, this condition in a great 
measure rests with our own citizen motor vehicle operators. 

Traffic control through the medium of RADAR ENFORCEMENT could 
be the answer. It has in many Towns and Cities answered the problem 
as on most of the country’s state highways. 


School Traffic 
Ten men and four women to assist our children to cross the highways 
from our schools. Again, under the seventy-year law, we will see three 
more of our traffic men leave in the year 1959. Officers Fred Stevenson, 
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Joe Wood, and Packy Toland, three good men will leave our ranks this 
year and we certainly regret seeing them go. 

Requests have been received by many mothers and fathers throughout 
the town to have other dangerous crossings patrolled and for that reason 
have requested one additional traffic man in 1959. 


Auxiliary Police 
Again, our sincere congratulations and thanks to this body of citizen 
volunteers who have done and are continuing to do a splendid job. This 
town certainly owes them a vote of thanks. Twenty-nine hundred and 
sixty-eight hours (2968) is a lot of time to put in helping to make our 
town a better place to live in. 


Service 

I sincerely wish to acknowledge the cooperation and support of the 
members of this Department. I also wish to extend my singere thanks to 
our Board of Selectmen, Finance Committee, and officers and members of 
other departments and to the citizens of the Town of Winchester for their 

courtesy and cooperation throughout the past year.

REPORT OF THE HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


Board of Selectmen, 
Winchester, Mass. 
Gentlemen: 

I respectfully submit the following annual report of Highway Depart- 
ment activities: 

NEW CONSTRUCTION 
Streets: 

Five streets were accepted as public ways at the Annual Town Meet- 
ing. Two streets were constructed with bituminous concrete surface as 
follows: 

Bushcliff Terrace from Wolcott Road extending northeasterly about 
two hundred ninety-five (295) feet. 

Wright Street from Dunster Lane to the Arlington-Winchester Town 
Line. 

Three streets were constructed with bituminous macadam surface as 
follows: 


Hollywood Road from Franklin Road to Willowdale Road. 

Polk Road from Forest Street extending southeasterly about four 
hundred sixty-nine (469) feet. 

Sawmill Brook Road from Royalston Avenue to Hinds Road. 
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Under the Chapter 90 program, bids were taken by the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Works for the construction of Johnson Road from 
Ridge Street to the Lexington-Winchester Town Line. It is expected that 
an award of the contract will be made at an early date and construction 
started early in 1959. 

Surface Drainage: 

Work on the Lockeland Road outfall drain project was started and 
525 feet of 30” and 36” reinforced concrete pipe was laid, also 387 feet of 
15” and 12” concrete pipe was placed. 

48 feet of 27” reinforced concrete pipe was laid in Davidson Park for 
the Park Department. Approximately 168 feet of 8” concrete pipe was laid 
at the Park Department yard. 

In addition, 595 feet of concrete pipe and 11 manholes and catch 
basins were installed in connection with new street construction. 

63 feet of 12” concrete pipe and 2 catch basins were built in the rear 
of the High School. 

Sidewalk and Curb: 

Nine hundred eighty-five square yards of concrete sidewalk, 1237 feet 
of granite curb, 380 feet of concrete curb and 309 feet of paving stone 
curb have been installed during the year. 

Parking Lots: 

The Wilson Parking Lot, capacity of twenty-two cars, was paved with 
bituminous concrete by the Essex Bituminous Concrete Corporation. 

The Shore Road Parking Lot for forty-six cars was constructed and 
paved with bituminous concrete. 


MAINTENANCE 
Streets: 

Eight streets, including Church Street and south Main Street, were 
surface treated during September. 

Brookside Avenue, Chestnut Street, Prospect Street and Stone Avenue 
were resurfaced with bituminous concrete by the Essex Bituminous Con- 
crete Corporation. 

Sidewalks: 

Approximately 1085 square yards of concrete sidewalk was replaced 
during the year, 1000 square yards of bituminous concrete walks were 
resurfaced with bituminous concrete. 

Street Signs and Marking: 

One hundred and fifty-one traffic and name signs were erected during 
the year. 

Approximately thirty miles of traffic and parking lines were painted 
on streets and parking areas. 

Parking meter standards were replaced and repaired in several lo- 
cations. 

MISCELLANEOUS 
New Equipment: 
A new catch basin cleaner was purchased to replace a 1949 model. 
A new Ford pick-up truck replaced a 1954 unit. 
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Garbage Collection: 

A contract for town collected and delivered garbage was awarded to 
Stanley Roketenetz, Inc. of Woburn, for $2,725.00 for the period August 
1, 1958 to July 31, 1959. 

A new Ford truck and garbage body was purchased to replace a 1951 
Chevrolet unit. 

Collections are made every fourth working day at each dwelling and 
daily from food stores, restaurants, and the hospital. 

Rubbish Disposal: 

In accordance with the vote at the 1958 Annual Town Meeting, the 
rubbish disposal area was taken over by the Highway Department. Burn- 
ing of debris in a wire cage and brush and trees in the open, started by 
the Board of Health in March, 1958, was continued until December 18, 
1958, at which time disposal operations were changed back to the “so called” 
sanitary land fill method with no burning, on orders from the Board of 
Selectmen. During the above period, additional space for rubbish was re- 
claimed by burning brush and trees previously deposited in the northerly 
end of the disposal area. Both rat control and a cockroach control pro- 
gram were started during the period of burning. These programs are 
scheduled to be continued. 

With the present method of sanitary fill and no burning, it is anti- 
cipated that available space for rubbish disposal at the site off Swanton 
Street will be exhausted in a few months. A new site or a new method 
of disposal will be a must in 1959. 

Snow and Ice: 

Six snow storms involved plowing and clearing; sanding and salt 

operations were required for fourteen other storms during the year. 


A new Oliver OC-6 sidewalk tractor was purchased to replace a 1937 
Cletrac tractor. 
Approximate expenditures for Snow and Ice for 1958 were as follows:

REPORT OF THE ENGINEERING DEPARTMENT

Gentlemen: 

I respectfully submit the annual report of the Engineering Depart- 
ment for 1958. The activities of the department are summarized under the 
following headings: 

Board of Assessors 

Assessors plans were revised to show annual changes in land owner- 
ship, new lots, new buildings and other information pertinent to assess- 
ments. 

The set of composite Assessors plans was brought up to date under 
the supervision of the Engineering Department. 

One year indexing of Assessors abstracts was completed. 
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Board of Survey 

The following ways were approved by the Planning Board, acting 
as a Board of Survey: 

Bushcliff Terrace—a way from Wolcott Road northeasterly about two 
hundred ninety-five (295) feet. 

Jefferson Road—a way from portion approved in 1927 southeasterly 
about two hundred ten (210) feet. 

Lawson Road—a way from portion approved in 1927 southeasterly 
about one hundred thirty-five (135) feet. 

Wendell Street—a way from Loring Avenue southeasterly about four 
hundred three (403) feet. 

Building Department 

Surveys for the determination of street lines were made when requested. 
Cemetery Department 

Plans showing lotting, restricted areas, etc., and corresponding surveys 
were made. 

The annual locations and plans of all interments were made for 
record purposes. 

Collector of Taxes 

Descriptions of land and other data necessary in the preparation of 
certificates for dissolvement of tax liens were furnished to the Collector 
of Taxes; and information pertinent to lien certificates was provided as 
requested. Descriptions of parcels of land to be advertised for non-payment 
of taxes were prepared as requested. 

Highway Department 

The construction program for granolithic sidewalks required consid- 
erable engineering services again this year. Estimates, costs and assess- 
ments for streets, sidewalks and various highway projects were submitted 
to the Board of Selectmen. 

Lines for street markings and parking lots were furnished as required. 

Plans and estimates for the 1959 program are being prepared. 

Street layouts and acceptance plans were made of the following ways: 

Bushcliff Terrace—Layout 

Hollywood Road—Layout of portion 

Polk Road—Layout 

Sawmill Brook Road—Layout of portion 

Wright Street—Layout 

Construction was completed on all of these ways, with the necessary 
engineering services being furnished by the Department. 

Considerable time was spent in providing engineering services for the 
installation of a Town surface drain in land owned by the Winchester 
Country Club as part of the Lockeland Road outfall project. 

Park Department 

Seasonal layouts for baseball, football, swimming, etc., were made as 
requested. 

Surveys to establish Park land boundaries were made, and estimates 
of costs of various Park projects were prepared as requested. 
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Inspection and engineering services were furnished for the construc- 
tion of the Park Service Building, completed in 1958. 

Planning Board 

Cardinal Street—a way from Cross Street northeasterly about two 
hundred ninety-nine (299) feet—was approved by the Planning Board 
under the Subdivision Control Law. 

Information related to engineering requirements under the Subdivi- 
sion Control Law was furnished frequently to private engineers and de- 
velopers. 

School Department 

Surveys to establish school land boundaries were made as requested. 

Engineering services for the School Department included lines and 
grades for constructing parking lots. 

A topographical survey of the well field on Brantwood Road was made, 
at the request of the School Building Committee. 

Water and Sewer Department 

Preliminary plans, layouts, grades and lines, and connection records 
have been made for sewers constructed in 1958. 

Water main locations and plans showing various installations are 
being made. 

Rainfall and reservoir charts were made when requested. 

A sewer study of the Dunster Lane, Henry Street and James Street 
area is being made. 

Miscellaneous 

During the year various surveys were made and miscellaneous services 
provided for other departments and Town officers. 

Considerable time was spent in preparing plans of various proposed 
projects, for presentation at the annual Town Meeting. 

Engineering information was furnished to the general public, lawyers, 
engineers, public service companies and others.

REPORT OF THE TREE WARDEN 
Board of Selectmen, 
Winchester, Mass. 
Gentlemen: 


Again in 1958, the Dutch Elm problem has been serious in Winchester. 
A total of one hundred twenty-eight (128) Elm trees were found to have the 
disease. One hundred and ten (110) diseased Elms were an private pro- 
perty; twelve (12) diseased trees were along the public ways; five (5) 
diseased trees were on Park land; and one (1) diseased tree was on school 
property. While public trees were sprayed twice as usual, the disease was 
more prevalent than in 1957; this occurrence might be explained by the 
affects of the severe drought of a year ago. Approximately half of the 
total number of afflicted trees have been removed and burned; the re- 
mainder will be disposed of by April 1 of 1959. 
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One hundred fifty-eight trees were planted along the public ways 
during the spring of 1958. There were one hundred forty-three (143) 
Sugar Maples, two (2) Norway Maples, nine (9) Lindens, and four (4) 
Pin Oaks. 

A spraying service was rendered to private owners that requested 
such service with Feeney Brothers of Winchester doing the work for the 
Town, as low bidder. Charges for all private spraying in the amount of 
$1,308.00 were committed to the Town Collector. 

The department rendered considerable assistance on the annual Snow 
and Ice program.

REPORT OF WORKMEN’S COMPENSATION

Gentlemen: 

I submit herewith, the annual report of the Workmen’s Compensation 
Department for the year 1958. 

There are six permanently disabled cases on the rolls of the Com- 
pensation Department. These six employees and their dependents have 
received $7537.40 in compensation payments during 1958. Medical services 
for this group amounted to $99.00 in 1958. 
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Eleven employees received injuries causing loss of work for a total 
of 237 days. Compensation payments for these employees amounted to 
$1291.06 and medical services amounted to $529.86. 

Twenty-three employees received injuries of a nature requiring med- 
ical services at a cost of $602.48 but at no loss of work time and therefore, 
no compensation payments were made. 

Thirty-one accidents were reported and necessary forms filed. These 
accidents were of a minor nature and medical services were not required. 

Chapter 655 of the Acts of 1958 amends Section 34 of Chapter 152 by 
increasing the weekly compensation payments from $35.00 to $40.00 weekly. 
The increased rate will be effective January 15, 1959. 

There has been a substantial reduction in number of work days lost, 
amount of compensation paid and in cost of medical services in 1958. 


The Agent wishes to express his sincere appreciation for the excellent 
cooperation he has received from all of the departments concerned.

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Report of the School Committee 


The School Committee realizes that the citizens of Winchester desire 
to maintain a high standard of education in our public school system. It is 
apparent that there is constantly more pressure upon all schools because 
of the competition involved in providing students with the proper pre- 
paration for higher education or business placement. With these factors 
in mind the School Committee in the past year has established policies 
and taken certain steps directed toward the maintenance of a sound 
educational system. 

Of course, a prerequisite of any school system is the provision of proper 
facilities. It is now common knowledge in the Town of Winchester that 
the school population is increasing and that the secondary schools partic- 
ularly are and will be badly overcrowded. This means that in the next 
year provision must be made for the education of our children in presently 
inadequate space. It is a major concern of the School Committee as to 
how this may be done without curtailing or injuring the educational pro- 
gram. It was hoped that additional facilities might be provided in Sep- 
tember 1959, but it now appears that this goal cannot be attained. 


Having in mind the provision of additional facilities and a future 
educational policy, the School Committee voted to institute a 6-3-3 system 
to take effect when the necessary space was available. This system includes 
6 years of elementary school, 3 years of junior high school and 3 years of 
high school. A program of studies for a 3-year junior high school was drawn 
up which in the opinion of the School Committee would be beneficial to 
our schools. 


The School Committee is appreciative of the continued efforts of the 
Citizens’ Advisory Committee on Secondary School—College Relations. A 
number of their recommendations have been adopted by the School Com- 
mittee and are now in effect. The school day of the High School has been 
lengthened to allow for additional instruction time. The scheduling of 
five major courses instead of four was recommended to students who it 
was felt could maintain such a schedule. A course in German was insti- 
tuted. The School Committee also voted to have the Superintendent and 
staff critically appraise the free elective policy in High School and to 
review the minimum requirements for graduation. 


A Citizen’s Advisory Committee on Electronics Education was ap- 
pointed to consider the advisability of including advanced electronics 
courses and a related program in the curriculum. 


In order that the Town might maintain the educational standards to 
which it is accustomed, teacher salary increases were granted for the 
1958-1959 school year. The supply of capable teachers still has not met the 
demand and the competition to obtain and keep the type of teachers we 
require continues. It should also be borne in mind that the action of the 
Massachusetts General Court in recent years has had considerable effect 
on teachers’ salaries. The 1957 session of the Legislature set an amount 
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of $3300 as the minimum salary to be paid to a teacher. The 1958 Legis- 
lature increased the minimum salary to $3600. This legislation means 
that every city and town regardless of the size or quality of its school 
system must pay a minimum salary of at least $3600. Therefore, in a town 
like ours, a salary schedule must be established which will permit us at 
least to maintain our position educationally. In connection with teachers’ 
salaries, the School Committee in the past year has spent considerable 
time in the study of merit or promotional increases for teachers. Such a 
plan would reward the superior teacher individually for his or her ability 
by an additional stipend. This study has been developed in conjunction 
with a faculty committee appointed by the School Committee. It is still 
in progress and the School Committee is not in a ayes to take any 
definite action at this time. 


As many of the residents of the town know, television is being used 
in many parts of the country to supplement the in-school educational pro- 
gram. Winchester together with many other cities and towns in the 
Commonwealth is participating in educational television whereby pro- 
grams selected for certain grades on a particular subject are televised 
into the schools. 


For some time the Committee and the staff have been concerned with 
certain disciplinary problems which have arisen in the schools. These 
difficulties have involved only a small percentage of the pupils but it is 
obvious that even a small percentage of the students can affect the morale 
of a school and lessen the efficiency of a class. Accordingly, the Committee 
voted that any pupil whose conduct is judged by the school authorities to 
be such that his presence is detrimental to the welfare of the other pupils 
will be suspended by the School Principal, who may recommend his expul- 
sion. The School Committee will then provide an opportunity for the pupil 
and his parents to be heard before reaching a decision on his permanent 
exclusion from school. 


During the past few years an established program has been in effect 
involving certain repairs, renovations and replacement of obsolete equip- 
ment in the elementary schools. This program was in addition to the 
necessary annual maintenance. The Committee is glad to report that this 
program has been followed through and is now nearing completion. 


By vote of the Special Town Meeting on September 25, 1958, a sum of 
money was appropriated to be spent by the Selectmen for plans to re- 
model the Auditorium portion of the Town Hall into school administration 
offices. The School Committee supported this Article with the proviso that 
the Town Hall Auditorium can be made suitable for school administration 
offices at a reasonable cost. There can be no doubt that the Town has been 
and is badly in need of proper facilities for offices for the School Depart- 
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ment. An early solution of the problem is essential whether it be through 
the remodeling of the Town Hall or other means.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 

As the contents of this report should indicate, education in Win- 
chester as elsewhere in America is undergoing a transition of which, per- 
haps, we have seen only the very beginning. The realities of the situation 
certainly leave no doubt but that we shall adjust to the changing’ condi- 
tions of a changing world. For America, adjustment means, among other 
things, reappraisal of our educational system and subsequent adaptation 
as necessary so that those whom we educate may be equal to the challenge, 
insofar as education can prepare them. 


The Educational Program 

This has been a year during which program changes have been made 
throughout the school system and others are being planned. For the most 
part, these changes are designed to (1) better serve the educational inter- 
ests of the individual pupil and (2) offer an education geared to the needs 
of the times. 

At the sixth grade level pupils in five of our elementary schools have 
been grouped according to scholastic ability and achievement for instruc- 
tion in reading and arithmetic. In the Lincoln School this grouping in- 
cludes grades four, five and six. If successful, this plan will be extended 
to include the upper three grades in all schools as a means of improving 
instruction in these skill subjects. The study of science is being emphasized 
in the upper elementary grades with new and up-to-date study materials 
provided this year. An extensive revision of the social studies program 
prepared by members of the staff for grades one through six has been 
adopted as a means of improving instruction in history and geography. 
For grades four through six the policy of requiring homework was initiated 
this year. 

At the junior high school level, the program of accelerated study, begun 
two years ago in mathematics, has been extended to other subjects and 
broadened to include a larger number of students capable of intensive and 
more advanced study. Special attention is being given seventh and eighth 
grade students having reading problems. More time has been allotted to 
the study of general science to enable at least those students going on to 
higher education to undertake the study of specific sciences beginning 
at the ninth grade level. Plans approved by the School Committee for 
offering foreign languages and typing at the junior high school level will 
be adopted as soon as additional facilities are available. 
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In the Senior High School, likewise, certain program changes have 
been made and others are being planned to give priority to the major fields 
of study, including English, mathematics, science, social studies and foreign 
languages. Some of these changes incorporate recommendations of the 
Citizens’ Advisory Committee on Secondary School-College Relations now 
in its second year of valuable service to the School Committee. The first 
group of students who undertook accelerated study in grade seven two 
years ago are now doing advanced study at ninth grade level with suffi- 
cient progress as to permit them to do college level work during their 
last year in high school. To broaden and enrich their educational exper- 
ience, students preparing for college are being encouraged to carry five 
major subjects for at least two of their four years in Senior High School. 
The foreign languages curriculum has been expanded to include the study 
of German. Meanwhile, certain elective subjects requiring little or no 
preparation or enrolling very few pupils are being dropped from the pro- 
gram or assigned to the extracurricular phase of school activities. These 
include chefs’ courses, advanced bookkeeping, dramatics and radio broad- 
casting. Other changes designed to strengthen and broaden the program 
of the Senior High School can be expected if and when classrooms are 
available to accommodate them. 

Adoption of a core program of subjects required of all students and 
embracing more than half the minimum courses necessary for graduation 
is being considered to replace the present “free elective system,” so-called. 
Courses beyond the minimum may be required of students preparing for 
college and requirements may well vary depending on the student’s plans 
for further study. 

Completion and adoption of the revised social studies program for the 
secondary schools will result in a three-year requirement for all Senior 
High School students in the study of history and government. Additional 
school time was provided in the Senior High School this year by adding 
fifteen minutes to the school day. 

Seeking to improve the industrial arts program, a citizens’ advisory 
committee, the membership of which includes residents of Winchester 
associated with the electronics industry, is studying the possibility of up- 
grading the present course in elementary electricity and electronics to a 
technical level. Further study will be necessary to determine whether such 
a program is feasible at the high school level and in a school system the 
size of Winchester. If so, courses will be offered for the preparation of 
non-college students in the field of electronics technology. The industry 
is heavily concentrated in this area, and there is a need and good career 
opportunities for young people, both men and women, technically trained 
in the field. 


There were other developments in our schools during the year. A 
supplementary report card showing the pupil’s achievement in relation 
to his scholastic ability was issued for all students at the end of the school 
year. Besides the regular summer course in typing, a program of speech 
therapy was given. It is planned to expand the summer program next 
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year to include high school subjects for advanced study and for students 
needing extra courses for graduation. 

Roller skating was introduced as a recreational and physical educa- 
tion activity in the Junior High School and was made possible by funds 
donated by the Rotary Club and the seventh and eighth grade students. 
Winchester was host to the State Music Festival which, with the help of 
many local citizens, was a very successful and enjoyable affair. 


The Adult Education program, which began in 1956 with an enroll- 
ment of 120 students in 6 courses, opened this fall with some 209 students 
and 12 courses. Tuition charges were increased from $5.00 to $7.00 to cover 
instructional costs of the program. 


Personnel 


Increased enrollments, particularly at the Senior and Junior High 
School levels, compelled the addition of four full-time teachers and one 
part-time teacher this fall. Another addition to the staff is the School 
Adjustment Counsellor for the elementary grades. This person is employed 
under statutory provisions whereby the town is reimbursed for a substantial 
portion of her salary. Her work lies in helping those children in grades 
one through six who are showing evidences of maladjustment to school. 
Despite the continuing shortage of professional personnel, the School De- 
partment was fortunate in securing for these new positions and for re- 
placements, teachers who are a credit to the Winchester school system. 
Higher enrollments are expected next year, particularly in the Senior High 
and Parkhurst Schools, requiring probably an additional six teachers. 

Two overcrowded fifth grade classrooms at the Mystic School precipitat- 
ed an experiment this year with teaching personnel. Two women, both un- 
trained as teachers but possessing college degrees, were employed as teach- 
er-assistants. Serving under the regular teacher, they perform classroom 
functions that gradually increase in difficulty as the assistant develops 
in her experience and ability to relieve the regular teacher. By the end 
of the year, during which the assistant pursues her professional study, 
she should be eligible for certification and, by reason of her classroom 
experience, for assignment to a regular teaching position. For the school 
with no extra classrooms and for the person who desires to teach when 
teachers are so badly needed, the teacher-assistant plan may have possi- 
bilities. 

Facilities 

It will come as no surprise to Winchester to learn that its schools are 
becoming seriously overcrowded, so seriously, in fact, that damage to the 
educational system and its standards are now practically a certainty. The 
growing bulge in school population has now reached the secondary level, 
and next year emergency steps will be necessary to accommodate the pupils. 
Precisely what those steps will be has not yet been determined. Efforts 
are being made to find additional space for four more classrooms, either by 
the temporary conversion of other areas in the High and Junior High 
Schools or by renting outside facilities. Otherwise, the School Department 
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will face the undesirable choice of curtailing the school program or increas- 
ing the size of classes beyond the point where competent instruction can 
be assured. By 1960, it is doubtful if there will be any choice but to resort 
to double sessions with all that is implied in educational sacrifice to the 
pupils. Extensive residential concentration on the west side of town has 
caused a sharp rise in enrollments at the Parkhurst. School. Within one 
year this school will be filled to capacity, after which the only solution 
will be to overload classes to the point, at least, that the rooms will hold 
them. 

The longer such conditions prevail; the lower will be our school stan- 
dards and staff morale. It is well to remember that the standards of a school 
system, so laboriously acquired over a long period of time, can drop very 
far, very quickly. Winchester has too much at stake to ponder for too 
long the question of whether the school facilities it so urgently needs 
shall be built. ; 


In a community where there is such widespread interest and support 
it is difficult, indeed, to single out for special mention those whose contri- 
butions to the schools have meant the most. During this year many have 
served our schools and ably, including the Citizens’ Advisory Committee 
on Adult Education, Citizens’ Advisory Committee on Secondary School- 
College Relations, Citizens’ Advisory Committee on Electronics Education, 
the Building Committees, the League of Women Voters, the several Parent 
groups and the Winchester Rotary Club. To the staff of the school system 
and to the School Committee credit is due for excellent and continuous 
service frequently beyond any reasonable call of duty. With sincere thanks

A report of the Medical Department for the school year 1957-1958 follows: 


A. Annual Physical Examinations: 

1. The physical examinations of school pupils were begun soon after 
the opening of school and were concluded in June 1958. Examina- 
tions of the first, fourth, eighth, tenth and twelfth grades were 
completed along with all new students who entered school during 
the current year and all kindergarten children who had not re- 
ceived a pre-school check-up. 
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All student candidates for major sports in high school were exam- 
ined before participating in the athletic program. Tabulation of 
examinations follows:

The major defects are chiefly dental in nature and the minor 
defects seem to fall in order of frequency in the following cate- 
gories: feet, teeth, posture, nutrition (principally overweight) 
and minor skin ailments (acne). Two or more of the defects are 
found very often in the same pupil. 

Parents present at examinations: 

There were 91 parents present during the examinations of the 
elementary school pupils.

All parents whose children were being examined were informed 
by letter of the opportunity of being present at the examinations. 
There were 105 notices sent directly to parents advising that cor- 
rective measures be taken. Most high school students were advised 
to seek medical attention for defects found. 

Special Class examinations were held January 7, 1958. The class 
this year came under the supervision of the Noonan School and 
consisted of nine special students. A good number of these students 
who received this special instruction showed definite progress in 
all respects. The greatest percentage of these students showed 
various degrees of mental retardation due to some organic dis- 
turbance. 


B. Pre-School Examinations: 
Pre-school examinations of children entering school in September, 
1958 were held during the first and second weeks of May. The total 
number examined in the presence of the parents was 117.

Communicable Disease Control: 

There was just the usual incidence of communicable diseases reported 
during the school year, most of which were of minor nature. There 
were only three cases of scarlet fever reported. 

Polio Control Program: 

Salk vaccine injections were given to 91 students in the senior high 
school. This was done in order to complete the series advised. 

School personnel which included teachers, clerks, janitors and cafe- 
teria help were given their booster third injection. This number to- 
taled 235. There were no cases of polio in the public schools this year. 
Tuberculosis Control: 

All school personnel met the requirements of Xray survey of their 
chests before being hired by the school department. The Xray unit 
was made available to all the school teachers and other school em- 
ployees including cafeteria help and janitors. This unit was able to 
Xray the chests of 183 of the school personnel and therefore certifies 
them for another three-year period. A minimum charge of $.70 per 
examination was made to the personnel to cover the cost of the film. 
Asiatic Influenza Control: 

Asiatic Flu injections were offered by the school physician to the school 
personnel and by November lst approximately 100 received the l1cc. dose.

The Massachusetts Vision Test was performed by the School Nurse in 
the following schools from September, 1957 to June, 1958.

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Report of the Park Commissioners 


In June, 1958, the Park Department’s new building was completed and 
we are happy to report that the Town now has a building of which it may 
well be proud. 

The Park Department supported the report of the Water-Ways Com- 
mittee and feels that the dredging of the Aberjona from Swanton Street 
down through the Mill Pond will not only beautify the Town Center, but 
will also minimize the danger of flood damage. 

This year completes our third year in maintaining the school yards 
and Manchester Field and the Commissioners feel that this operation is 
beneficial to both the School Departent and the Park Department. 

The maintenance and appearance of the Common is a problem that 
the Park Department wishes to call to the attention of the Town. It is 
our opinion that many trees should be removed, new sidewalks built and 
the entire Common should be re-loamed and re-seeded. 

It is the intention of the Park Department to ask the Town for an 
appropriation for this project in our 1960 budget. 

This year, for the first time, only two playgrounds were officially in 
use at one time and this new operation was very successful. 

A daily attendance record was kept and a total of 3844 children used 
our playgrounds during the months of July and August. 

In cooperation with the Boston Traveler, a field day was held at Ginn 
Field in August and over 600 children participated. It was the high light 
of our 1958 recreational program. 

Continued interest in Little League and increased interest in the Babe 
Ruth League we believe should be encouraged and the Park Department 
is happy to maintain suitable fields for these activities. 

For the first time an out door basket ball league was sponsored and 
proved to very successful. 

Tennis, soft ball and swimming were as popular as ever. 

The Park Department is very appreciative of the cooperation it has 
received from the various Town Departments.

The water supply situation in 1958 was completely the reverse of 1957. 
We had plenty of water entering the large-consumption summer period, 
as the result of a fair snow cover during the winter and distinctly above- 
normal rainfall during the spring months. 


As of June 1 there were 560 million gallons in our three reservoirs as 
against only 311 million gallons on the same date in 1957. Rainfall through 
November amounted to 49.53 inches as against an 83-year average of 42.21 
inches. We are ending this year with 366.1 million gallons in the reservoirs 
as against 208.7 million gallons a year earlier. 


Water consumption for the year is estimated at 533.3 million gallons as 
against 532.3 million gallons in 1957. 


1958 was an extremely busy year for the Water and Sewer Department 
as far as construction activity was concerned. 


The electric power cable tying our temporary Spot Pond pump into 
the Boston Edison system was laid. Our pump was not used during the 
year, however, because of the high supply situation in the reservoirs. The 
site for our permanent pumping station at Spot Pond is still undecided, 
inasmuch as the location of the new Route 28 is still undetermined. 


New main-line meters and chemical-feed equipment were installed 
and put in operation in a new building just below the South Reservoir. 
A 24-inch gate valve was inserted in the line below South Dam. 


The distribution line cleaning program for the East Side of the Town, 
which was scheduled for 1958, has been held up pending further tests of 
the results of the 1957 cleaning program on the West Side and further 
adjustment and tests of the feeding equipment at both the North and 
South Stations. It is expected, however, that bids will be advertised for 
this cleaning project late this fall and that the work will be started in 1959. 


In the water distribution system we have added 3,340 feet of 12-inch 
pipe—8,104 feet of 8-inch pipe—514 feet of 6-inch pipe has replaced small 
galvanized pipe—and 200 feet of 2-inch copper pipe was installed to supply 
two houses at the Medford line. Eighteen hydrants have been installed; 
two hydrants have been moved; and-two replaced. Forty new gate valves 
have been installed. 171 water services have been installed and eleven 
services renewed in streets due to-street. construction. . . 
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7,197 feet of sewer mains have been installed; and one new sewer 
pumping station together with 902 feet of force main pipe and 107 new 
Sewer services were installed. 14.3 miles of sewer pipe have been cleaned. 
1,202 miscellaneous orders have been taken care of by the department for 
customers. Three main leaks were repaired and thirty-one services leaks 
were repaired.

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Report of the Board of 
Public Welfare and Bureau of 
Old Age Assistance 


The Board of Public Welfare and Bureau of Old Age Assistance here- 
with submits its annual report for the year 1958. 

The State Legislature made no major changes in public assistance 
laws during 1958. Congress voted two significant changes in the Social 
Security Act. The first change provides for replacing the present formula 
used in determining the Federal share for money payments and vendor 
medical payments with a simplified formula which considers state-wide 
average grants and the per capita income of the State. For Massachusetts, 
in the programs of Old Age Assistance and Disability Assistance, the for- 
mula provides that we compute four-fifths of the first $30.00 of the average 
monthly payment per recipient and: fifty per cent (50%) of the remainder 
of the average monthly payment up to a maximum of $65.00. For the Aid to 
Dependent Children program, we compute fourteen-seventeenths of the 
first $17.00 per recipient and fifty per cent (50%) of the average monthly 
payment up to a maximum of $30.00. Thus, in Old Age Assistance and 
Disability Assistance, the maximum Federal reimbursement is $41.50 per 
month per case and in Aid to Dependent Children, the maximum Federal 
reimbursement is $20.50 per month for each parent and child included 
in the grant. 

The second major change is an increase of approximately five per 
cent (5%) in Old Age and Survivor’s benefits effective in January 1959 
and payable in February 1959. Both of these amendments to the Social 
Security Act will reduce to some degree, the net cost of these programs 
to Winchester. 


General Relief 


General Relief provides assistance to those needy residents who do not 
qualify for one of the Federal programs, such as the unemployed, foster 
home care for children, institutional care, temporary medical care. In 
some cases, non-citizens may receive this type of assistance. 

There were nine cases composed of 12 parents and 20 children who 
received weekly grants in 1958. Another case has been a patient in a nurs- 
ing home for most of the year. Two of these cases were aided because of 
the desertion of the father, three were unemployed, four are unemployable. 
Fourteen additional applications were taken and processed. It was not 
necessary to aid these latter applicants because employment was found 
for several of them; the remaining applicants had income above our bud- 
getary standards. 

The Winchester Hospital notified this Board on thirteen hospital cases 
under Chapter 117, Section 24 of the General Laws which provides that the 
town is liable for the support of medically indigent persons. 
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Old Age Assistance 


The category of Old Age Assistance is designed to assist persons sixty- 
five years of age or older. We were aiding one hundred-six (106) cases on 
January 1, 1958. It is expected that we will have one hundred-six (106) 
cases as of December 31, 1958. The average monthly case-load is 107 cases. 
The average monthly grant for 1958 was $89.04. The state-wide average for 
1958 was $95.60. Twenty-four applications were taken and processed. Seven 
were rejected, two were closed for the reason that the persons died before 
the applications were approved and fifteen were approved. The cost of 
medical services was approximately 39% of the total amount expended 
for Old Age Assistance. 


Aid to Dependent Children 


Aid to Dependent Children has as its purpose, the care and support 
of children up to 18 years of age who have been deprived of parental sup- 
port for various reasons. This program enables children, who otherwise 
would be placed in foster homes or given institutional care, to be cared for 
in their own homes or the homes of relatives. We were aiding nine cases 
with nineteen children as of January 1, 1958 and as of December 31, 1958, 
we had eight cases with fourteen children. The average monthly case- 
load was nine (9) cases, the average number of children aided was seven- 
teen (17). The average grant per family amounted to $117.33 per month. 


Aid to Permanently and Totally Disabled Persons 


This program, commonly called Disability Assistance, is to assist per- 
sons eighteen years of age and over who are permanently disabled and 
who may remain disabled for at least six months. In this program of assist- 
ance, we work closely with the Division of Vocational Rehabilitation to 
restore, if possible, the disabled person to gainful occupation. This Agency 
also works closely with the Department of Health, Education, and Welfare 
for the purpose of getting a “freeze” on the disabled person’s social security 
benefits. We were aiding four (4) cases as of January 1, 1958 and as of 
December 31, 1958, we are aiding six (6) cases with one application being 
processed at the present time. The average grant was $121.67 per month. 
The state-wide average amounted to $115.85 per month. 


The Board of Public Welfare takes this opportunity to express its 
sincere appreciation to the other departments in the town government 
and to the many agencies, organizations, and individuals in the town who 
contributed their money and their time to assist those who are less for- 
tunate. 


The following figures are approximate, due to the date on which this 
report must be filed. The figures will however, indicate the expenditures 
of the Board, the reimbursements from the Federal and State Govern- 
ments and the net cost to the town.

Annual Report of the Civil Defense 


During our various practice exercises we attempt to cover every imag- 
inable contingency, yet it takes a genuine unexpected emergency to prove 
to us that we do not seem to be able to think of everything. 

Several of our practice alerts concerned Civil Defense exercises inci- 
dental to an imaginary plane falling on Winchester during a business day. 
Well, in due time, January 1958, not only one, but two planes actually fell 
on or about Winchester and to make things a bit complicated, fell on op- 
posite sides of the town. The Police and Fire departments did a splendid job. 

Surplus Army equipment has been made available for Civil Defense 
purchase at a fraction of original costs. We have taken advantage of this 
by acquiring considerable equipment for the Town, including a generator 
unit for supplying electricity to the Town yard in case of emergency. Nearly 
$4,000.00 worth of materials, tools and equipment were purchased for ap- 
proximately $150.00. All is usable, some new, some restored to original 
condition. 

Unfortunately no warning sirens were available to replace several 
which failed during the year. Instead of purchasing new ones at $300.00 
each, means were found to rewind the armatures and otherwise over-haul 
them approximately at $75.00 each, far less than manufacturers asked. 

Communication is an essential in Civil Defense, and today that means 
proficiency in Radio. The Auxiliary Police started a class in communica- 
tions and as a result five passed the Federal tests and were granted official 
Federal Communications Commission licenses to operate. 
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Dr. Michael Mackenzie as chief of Communications organized not only 
local weekly radio practice exercises but also an inter-town trial run be- 
tween Medford, Malden, and Winchester to determine the best methods 
for maintaining emergency contact between their respective hospitals. 


A meeting was held between local Red Cross and Civil Defense to dis- 
cuss and clear up methods of mutual cooperation in case of either a local 
or national disaster. 


Massachusetts State Civil Defense has issued to all local Civil Defense 
Directors a complete Operation Manual. This two-volume works covers 
practically every phase of Civil Defense both from a planning and opera- 
tional standpoint. 


Being a generalization, of course, it is presented as a basis for each 
town or city to build its own plan upon, emphasis being placed on the 
fact that the laws of Massachusetts pertaining to Civil Defense include 
all municipal employees as directed participants. 


We have scheduled a number of meetings of the Staff augmented by 
heads of various Town departments, one of which was held in November. 
Future ones will be held until a complete operation plan for Winchester 
is formulated. 


In spite of the fact that many objections can be raised, Evacuation 
still is and will be the only available means for saving the lives of a large 
number of our civilian population. Until such time sufficient shelters can 
be built, the original plans as formulated for Winchester 5 years ago are 
still unchanged except in minor details. The escape routes are the same 
as well as the destination—Chelmsford. The method of collecting evacuees 
and moving them will be determined by the joint Staff, and the public so 


If the armed forces of the United States take over in time of emer- 
gency, evacuation may become enforced, but at present with Civil Defense 
in charge it is voluntary. 


During the year we in Civil Defense lost a man faithful to Winchester 
and its citizens for more than thirty years. Even after his retirement 
he gave his services to the Town in the form of donating his time every 
Saturday noon, week in and week out, to sound the Civil Defense Sirens. 
Some one else has taken the job over now, but to many of the Towns- 
people the weekly Siren sound tolls the knell of a wonderful man, T. Parker 
Clarke.

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Report of the Planning Board 
The Planning Board hereby submits its forty-fourth report: 


The Six Year Plan 


It has been the hope of the Planning Board that in this forty-fourth 
annual report, it would be able to present a meaningful capital budget pro- 
gram. The acceptance of such a program by the Community is needful if 
we are to maintain the fiscal stability of our Town and promote intelligent 
community action. We realize that it is one of our effective tools for plan- 
ning, and we propose to sharpen it. 

This is a tool that has been in our “kit” since 1939 and for several years 
thereafter it was used with signal success. 

The aftermath of World War II, however, with all the phenomenal 
changes brought on by increased population and consequent increased de- 
mands for services and facilities, placed a severe strain on previously con- 
ceived plans. It became necessary, almost immediately, to provide for the 
expansion of school facilities far beyond the expectation of the planners. 
Inflation, mounting construction costs and unforeseen delays made it almost 
impossible to forecast with any degree of accuracy the financial impact of 
such demands. The exigencies of many of our capital improvements made 
it impossible to postpone and space them properly over a period of years. 
Consequently, through circumstances beyond our control, our programs for 
capital improvements were constantly revised and outmoded; our tax rate 
went steadily upwards, and our funded debt increased from $12,000 in 1951 
to $2,240,000 on December 31, 1958. Fortunately for Winchester, through 
the efforts of all those charged with administering its affairs, we have 
managed to keep our financial house in reasonably good order. Winchester 
still enjoys a “Triple A” credit rating. The time has come, if not overdue, 
however, for a careful review of our plans for future long range planning. 
We are still faced with urgent capital expenditures that cannot be delayed. 
Recent events have created uncertainties for the immediate future. We 
have been compelled to stop, revise our thinking and, again, to postpone the 
presentation of a meaningful program. Events and delays have again upset 
the timing of scheduled projects to a serious degree.

The only value of such a list is to acquaint us with projects being con- 
templated. Such a list does not necessarily carry the approval of the Plan- 
ning Board of all items and it does not schedule them in order of need or 
show how they are to be financed. We do know that the Junior High 
School, School Department offices, the Disposal of Waste Materials, clean- 
ing and increasing the capacity of water mains, for example, should be con- 
sidered as having a high priority. They cannot be postponed for long. 


A proper capital budget program requires extensive study. Capital im- 
provement projects should be anticipated, listed and scheduled from year to 
year for a period of six years, according to priority of need and then tied 
in with a sound financial program. Such projects can be financed through 
bond issues, taxation, surplus funds, betterment assessments, federal, state 
or county aid, and service charges, depending upon the kind of improve- 
ment, its cost, its estimated life and the financial condition of the Town. 
To determine properly the ability of the Town to pay for such projects, 
and to select the method of payment for the same, it is necessary to keep 
in mind operating expenses and to project anticipated receipts, expenditures 
and other financial data for a period of six years based upon the financial 
experience of the Town in previous years. All this demands careful analysis 
and the co-operation of the responsible administrative agencies of the

Town. Above all, however, there must be complete understanding and 
acceptance in principle by the Townspeople if such a program is to succeed 
as an effective instrument of planning. Your Planning Board is confident 
enough in the reception of such a program to undertake to complete its 
studies in this field within the ensuing year. 


Subdivision Control 

Another effective planning tool is Subdivision Control. This law was 
put in effect in the Town for the purpose of protecting the “safety, conven- 
ience and welfare of the inhabitants—by regulating the laying out and con- 
struction of ways in subdivisions (of land) providing access to the several 
lots therein, but which have not become public ways, and insuring sanitary 
conditions in subdivisions . .” By the provisions of this law, the Planning 
Board exercises its powers with “due regard for the provision of adequate 
access to all the lots in a subdivision by ways that will be safe and conven- 
ient for travel; for lessening congestion in such ways and in adjacent public 
ways; for reducing danger to life and limb in the operation of motor ve- 
hicles; for securing safety in the case of fire—or other emergency; for in- 
suring compliance with the applicable zoning ordinances or by-laws; for 
securing adequate provision for water, sewerage, drainage and other re- 
quirements where necessary in a subdivision; and for co-ordinating the 
ways in a subdivision with each other and with the public ways—and with 
the ways in neighboring subdivisions.” Your Planning Board has spent much 
of its time during the past year in the administration of this highly techni- 
cal but beneficial law. In nearly every instance, we have experienced good 
cooperation with the developer of land in Winchester to the end that proper 
engineering plans have been filed, adequate roads with facilities for water, 
sewerage and drainage have been constructed in accordance with our regu- 
lations and at the expense of the landowner, and the Town of Winchester 
and purchasers of homes have been protected against the thoughtless plan- 
ning that is evident too often in areas lacking such control. 

Since the inception of subdivision control in Winchester in the year 
1953, the Planning Board has approved eleven subdivision plans, including 
301 building lots, of which 198 lots have become eligible for sale in accord- 
ance with our regulations. 


Apartment House Districts 


For a long time, sentiment has been expressed, particularly by older 
residents of the Town for additional apartment house space. Available 
space in general residence areas of the Town cannot accommodate apart- 
ment houses of more than two and one-half stories in height under our 
present zoning laws. Consequently, to utilize such space in this manner, 
the landowner must seek to have the area rezoned to business. At the 
annual Town meeting in 1957, a general residence area was rezoned to 
business in order to permit the construction of an apartment house of 
more than two and one-half stories in height. To date, the apartment 
house has not been constructed and the area is wide open to the encroach- 
ment of any legitimate business. To protect the Town against any repeti- 
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tion of this situation, the Planning Board carefully studied and sponsored 
an Article at the Special Town Meeting, held September 25, 1958, for the 
creation of Apartment House Districts as a new classification of zoning, 
with stringent requirements for the construction of an apartment house in 
any such district. This article was acted upon favorably by a two-thirds 
vote of the meeting but it failed to carry the necessary two-thirds vote at 
the subsequent referendum. Your Planning Board believes that in view 
of the increasing sentiment for additional apartment house space, the 
Town should have taken this step to protect itself. Undoubtedly, there 
was confusion and misunderstanding regarding the purposes of this Article. 
The creation of such a new classification of zoning would not thereby create 
an apartment house district. To do so it would require a two-thirds vote of 
the Town meeting at any subsequent time. It would simply provide the Town 
with a means of limiting the use of the land against the encroachment 
of general business in the event that an apartment house was strongly de- 
sired in a general residence area. It is the hope of this Board that the 
Town will reconsider this important matter at a future date. 


The “Cutting House” 


This structure, located almost against the north wall of the Library 
Building, is such an old and familiar sight, that many people do not stop 
to realize how detrimental it is to the appearance of the Library and of 
the area. Our Civic Center would be vastly improved with the removal of 
the old “Cutting House.” It is our hope that the Board of Selectmen will 
set a time for its removal at an early date. 


The Planning Board wishes to acknowledge publicly the excellent 
services of its Consultant, Mr. Allen Benjamin, with particular reference 
to his “Study of Residential Growth in the Town of Winchester” and to 
“Winchester Junior High School Site Study.” These complete and thought- 
ful studies have aided us immeasurably. We are most appreciative of the 
valuable services rendered by Mr. Howard Ambrose, our Consulting Engin- 
eer, throughout the year. Our Clerical Assistant, Mrs. Paul Eberle, has 
been most helpful at all times. 


We have deemed it a privilege to serve in cooperation with all the 
other Boards and Committees who have done so much to represent the best 
interests of the Town of Winchester.

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Report of Board of Health 


Continuing progress has been made in the Health Department of our 
town during the past year. Probably the outstanding improvement was 
made by our newly appointed sanitarian, Mr. Robert Rimbach, who has 
carefully inspected all of the food handling establishments each month, 
including all of the grocery and meat stores, restaurants, the hospital and 
the drug stores where food is served. In accordance with the new regula- 
tions drawn up by the Board of Health, all food handlers had chest. x-rays 
during the year. Three active cases of tuberculosis were discovered among 
these workers, one being a resident of Winchester. Prompt hospitalization 
and treatment were instituted as a result of the notification of the family 
doctors by the Board. 


In cooperation with the Board of Selectmen, new and renewal victualler 
licenses have not been issued until the establishments have been inspected 
and approved by Mr. Rimbach for our Board, and the Selectmen then so 
notified. This procedure has produced a high standard of sanitation in 
these eating places. 


The contractual services supplied by the Winchester Visiting Nurses 
Association have increased the public health work in Winchester to a new 
high. In our annual report last year we spoke of reducing the number of 
well-baby clinics and immunization clinics because of the lack of patronage. 
This year we have had to double the number of clinics due in part to the 
educational program in the public and parochial schools by the same nurses 
who work in our clinics. More and more children are receiving inocculations 
for diphtheria, whooping cough, tetanus and poliomyelitis from their pri- 
vate physicians or in the Board of Health clinics than ever before. 


After the annual town meeting in 1958 the operation of the disposal 
area was transferred from the Board of Health to the Highway Department 
under the jurisdiction of the Board of Selectmen. Controlled burning in 
the newly constructed cage was continued thruout the year until December 
when it was stopped after a public hearing which was held as a result of 
complaints from nearby residents. The disposal of refuse will become a 
vital problem in the very near future. 


Stickers were issued for the first time this year to persons receiving 
permits to haul rubbish thru the streets of Winchester and the cost of the 
permit was increased to one dollar. At the end of the year 2003 permits 
had been issued. 


A rodent and pest control program was started during the fall and will 
continue thruout the coming years. An attempt to exterminate all rats at 
the disposal area and along the Aberjona River from the Woburn line to 
below the bridge at the Post Office has been started by a rodent control 
concern. The Highway Department has been active in destroying insects 
at the disposal area. 
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The resignation of Mrs. Harlow Russell who was moving out of Win- 
chester was accepted by the Board in September and a joint meeting of 
the Board of Selectmen and the Board of Health, Dr. Harry L. Wildasin 
was appointed on September 15, 1958 to fill the vacant appointment until 
the next annual town meeting. 

Mr. Michael D. Saraco was appointed in April 1958 as Board of Health 
Agent and has increased the efficiency of our department materially Mrs. 
D’Amato resigned as dental assistant to Dr. Raymond and was replaced 
by Mrs. Robert Richardson. Mrs. Haggerty continues as our efficient 
secretary. 

The Board of Health extends its thanks and appreciation to these 
members for their services and to the remainder of the staff for their 
services and continued cooperation.

Gentlemen: 

I have the honor to present the report of the milk and food inspection 
division for the year ending December 31, 1958. 

There were 631 determinations made on samples of milk and cream 
for total solids, butter fat, bacterial content, coliform and phosphatase. 
The average total solids for milk was 12.80%, butter fat 3.80%, bacterial 
count 3,100. The light cream butterfat 19.00% and bacteria count 4,300. 
The heavy cream butterfat 42.00% and bacteria count 6,300. 

There were a total of 372 inspections of eating and food establishments 
and a total of 180 bacterial swabs were taken of eating and drinking utensils.

Sir: 


As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books and accounts of 
the Town of Winchester for the period from June 9, 1956, the date of the 
previous audit, to March 31, 1958, and submit the following report thereon: 

The records of financial transactions of the several departments receiv- 
ing or disbursing money for the town or committing bills for collection were 
examined, checked and compared with the records of the town treasurer 
and the town accountant. 

The town accountant’s general and appropriation ledger accounts were 
analyzed and checked in detail. The receipts, as recorded, were checked 
with the treasurer’s books and with the records in the several departments 
collecting money for the town, while the recorded payments were compared 
with the treasurer’s cash book and with the treasury warrants. The appro- 
priations, transfers, and loans authorized, as entered, were checked with 
the town clerk’s record of town meetings, and the transfers from the reserve 
fund were compared with the amounts authorized by the finance committee. 

A trial balance was taken off, and a balance sheet, which is appended 
to this report, was prepared showing the financial condition of the town on 
March 31, 1958. 

The books of the town treasurer were examined and checked in detail. 
The cash book additions were verified, and the recorded receipts were ana- 
lyzed and compared with the town accountant’s books, with the records 
of the several departments collecting money for the town, and with other 
sources from which money is paid into the town treasury. The recorded 
payments were checked with the treasury warrants authorizing the treasurer 
to disburse town funds and with the town accountant’s records. 

The cash balance on March 31, 1958 was verified by actual count of 
the cash in the office and by reconciliation of the bank balances with state- 
ments furnished by the banks in which town money is deposited. 

The payments on account of maturing debt and interest were proved by 
comparison with the amounts falling due and with the cancelled securities 
and coupons on file. The coupons outstanding on March 31, 1958 were 
listed and reconciled with the amounts on deposit for their payment as 
shown by statements furnished by the depositories. 

The savings bank books and securities representing the investment 
of the trust, investment, and retirement funds in the custody of the town 
treasurer were examined and listed. The income was proved, and all trans- 
actions and balances were verified and checked with the books of the town 
accountant, and, in the case of the retirement funds, with the books of the 
retirement board. The cash balance in the retirement fund was proved 
by reconciling the bank balance with a statement furnished by the bank 


of deposit. 
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The records of tax titles held by the town were examined and checked 
in detail. The amounts transferred to the tax title account were compared 
with the collector’s records and the accountant’s books, the reported re- 
demptions were checked with the treasurer’s cash book, and the tax titles 
on hand were listed, proved, and checked with the records at the Registry 
of Deeds. * 

The records of payroll deductions on account of Federal taxes were 
examined and proved, and the payments to the Director of Internal Rev- 
enue were verified, while the balances, as shown on the individual employees’ 
cards, were listed and reconciled with the accountant’s ledger control. 

The books and accounts of the town collector were examined and check- 
ed in detail. The taxes, motor vehicle and trailer excise, and assessments 
outstanding at the time of the previous examination, as well as all subse- 
quent commitments, were audited and reconciled with the assessors’ war- 
rants. The recorded receipts were checked with the payments to the treas- 
urer and with the town accountant’s books, the abatements as recorded 
were compared with the assessors’ records of abatements granted, and the 
outstanding accounts were listed and reconciled with the town accountant’s 
controlling accounts. 

The commitments of departmental and water accounts were examined 
and checked in detail. The recorded collections were checked with the 
payments to the treasurer and with the town accountant’s books, the abate- 
ments as recorded were compared with the records of the departments au- 
thorized to grant them, and the outstanding accounts were listed and re- 
conciled with the town accountant’s controlling accounts. 

The records of apportioned assessments were examined and checked. 
The payments in advance, as recorded, were checked with the treasurer’s 
cash book, the amounts apportioned, added to taxes, and suspended were 
verified, and the assessments not due were listed and reconciled with the 
accountant’s ledger. 

The outstanding tax, motor vehicle and trailer excise, assessment, de- 
partmental, and water accounts were further verified by mailing notices to a 
large number of persons whose names appeared on the books as owing 
money to the town, the replies received thereto indicating that the accounts, 
as listed, are correct. 

The financial transactions of the town clerk were examined. The re- 
ceipts for dog and sporting licenses were checked with the records of licenses 
issued, and the payments to the Division of Fisheries and Game and to the 
town treasurer were verified. The receipts for marriage permits, recording 
fees, and miscellaneous charges were checked, and the cash balance on 
March 31, 1958 was proved by reconciliation of the bank balance with a 
statement furnished by the bank of deposit and by actual count of the cash 
in the office. 

The surety bonds on file for the several town officials for the faithful 
performance of their duties were examined and found to be in proper form. 


The records of receipts of the Board of Selectmen and the Sealer of 
Weights and Measures, as well as of the Police, Health, School, Library, 
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and Cemetery Departments, and of all other departments collecting money 
for the town, were examined, checked, and reconciled with the treasurer’s 
and the accountant’s books. The cash on hand in the several departments, 
including petty cash advances, was proved by actual count. 


In addition to the balance sheet, there are appended to this report 
tables showing reconciliations of the treasurer’s, town collector’s, and town 
clerk’s cash, summaries of the tax, assessment, tax title, departmental, and 
water accounts, together with schedules showing the condition and trans- 
actions of the trust, investment and retirement funds. 


While engaged in making the audit co-operation was received from all 
town officials, for which, on behalf of my assistants and for myself, I wish 
to express appreciation.

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Report of Building Committee for 
Administrative and Secondary 
School Facilities 


FIRST REPORT — SEPTEMBER, 1957 

Since organization in May of this year, the Committee has held meet- 
ings directed toward the question of whether additional facilities are needed 
for the Senior High School, the Junior High School or the School Depart- 
ment. In order to accomplish this, a study was undertaken of projected 
secondary school enrollments and the use and availability of present and 
possible buildings. The results of this study may be summarized as follows: 

1. There is no known means of accurately determining the ultimate 
number of secondary school pupils, or when the number of students in 
these schools will reach a maximum. The answer to this question is basic- 
ally dependent upon Greater Boston’s economic condition which is respon- 
sible for the growth of the town’s population, changes in the birth rate, 
and other like factors. While it is possible to obtain statistics on these 
factors, those available on the national or state level are not satisfactory 
for application to a particular town, and those presently available on the 
local level are too few to be of statistical value. 

The Committee has made projections of secondary school enrollments 
over the next few years. Two types of projection have been made; (a) 
those based on children now in public school, corrected for the effect of 
parochial and private schools and (b) those based on applying growth 
factors of prior years to the future. Projections of the first type indicate 
that the total secondary school population will increase each year until 
in 1963-1964, the latest year we can presently project, there will be more 
than 2000 students in Grades 7 through 12. When the second type of pro- 
jection is used to determine the enrollment in 1963-1964, the result is the 
same. It should be pointed out, however, that the projected enrollments 
will likely prove, in the absence of a depression, to be a minimum figure 
rather than a maximum. We shall continue our projection studies so that 
the present projections may be checked and further projections may be 
made. 

2. The School Committee has voted to plan for the eventual operation 
of the secondary school system on the basis of a three-year Junior High 
and a three-year Senior High, with a recommendation that the Building 
Committee provide as much flexibility in its plans as possible. The present 
High School was recently remodeled to accommodate three grades and 
has an educational capacity of 990 students. This educational capacity 
is determined by the broad curriculum offered, the limited maximum en- 
rollment in certain subjects and the requirements of institutional efficiency. 
It is presently educating four grades totalling 1048. In order to handle 
this overload, it is necessary to use certain unsatisfactory areas for class-

rooms, such as the auditorium and the lounge. The Junior High School, 
with an educational capacity of 640 and present enrollment of 522! isi large 
enough to take care of two grades for at least several years, but is much 
too small to handle three grades even now. While it would be possible 
to use some Junior High classrooms for Senior High classes, we do not 
think the constant crossing and recrossing of Main Street, which would 
be required, is advisable from a safety point of view; it would also use 
up much valuable instruction time. 

With some modifications, the cafeteria, auditorium and gymnasium 
facilities of each high school appear adequate to accommodate slightly 
more than presently projected minimum needs. But the secondary school 
plant has two urgent requirements, classrooms and outdoor athletic space. 
It is possible to squeeze more students into the High School or to house 
some advanced classes in the Junior High but only at the expense of what 
we believe to be the Winchester school system’s finest characteristics, a 
broad curriculum and a high level of teaching. If we are to maintain 
these standards, we must have more classrooms. While it is possible to cut 
down our outdoor athletic program (already weak at the intramural level), 
such action would not give our children the balanced program of study 
and recreation which is necessary for their physical and mental well-being. 

The only existing building which might conceivably be used to relieve 
the need for classrooms is Wadleigh. But the many disadvantages make 
this impractical. Six months ago the Town Offices Committee estimated 
it would cost $190,000 to fix up the building for offices. Only a small part 
of this cost would be saved in using the building as a school again. With 
only 11 classrooms, it could not accommodate any single grade, nor would 
it be wise under existing traffic conditions to use it for purposes which 
would require the frequent moving of pupils across heavily-travelled Wash- 
ington Street. Furthermore, its capacity would be reached by 1960, and it 
would again be necessary to provide more classrooms. 

Study of the further remodelling of present High School buildings is 
anticipated. 

3. As for School Department offices, neither the old building next to 
the Library nor the present one at the south end of the High School is 
big enough or in good condition. Wadleigh is too big and too expensive 
to renovate. The Committee has considered other possible buildings which 
are presently, or might become, available, but nothing satisfactory has 
been found. Additional and efficient office space is needed; however, the 
Committee has no recommendation at the present time as to whether to 
build or buy, or as to whether these offices would be a physical part of 
new secondary school construction. 


In summary, the Winchester high schools urgently need more class- 
rooms and more athletic space, and the School Department needs larger, 
efficient offices. However, it would be unwise to attempt to meet the ulti- 
mate needs of the town for secondary school requirements at the present 
time, since no one can foretell when the ultimate enrollment in these schools 
would be reached. 
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The Committee recommends: 

1. That an intermediate building program be undertaken to provide 
secondary school facilities for approximately 2200 pupils, with the clear 
understanding that the acceptance of this recommendation will not, in all 
probability, solve the secondary school problem beyond June, 1965. 

2. That satisfactory offices for the School Department be provided. 

If the foregoing recommendations are accepted by the adoption of this 
report, the Committee will proceed to study the question of the location 
of the additional facilities and will come before a subsequent Town Meeting 
with a recommendation as to such locations. It is the intent of this Com- 
mittee to insure that any location recommended by it will be large enough 
to provide for further expansion when required; to this end further study 
is being given to town population projections. 

In order to better and more quickly accomplish its mission, the Com- 
mittee has requested that its membership be increased from five to seven 
and that the further sum of $1000 be appropriated to cover the fees and 
expenses which may be incurred in the selection of such locations. No 
appropriation is requested at the present time to cover the costs of prelim- 
inary plans for any building construction, since the Committee desires 
to obtain the approval of the Town as to the location of new facilities before 
having sketches prepared for a building thereon.

Report of Building Committee for 
Enlarged Facilities for Senior and Junior 


High School and Administration Offices 


SECOND REPORT — MARCH, 1958 


Since our first report last September, the Committee has refined its 
enrollment projections, made further study of the capacity of the Junior 
and Senior High Schools and given extensive consideration to the possibil- 
ities for further construction in the center of Town. To assist us in this 
work we engaged Cambridge Consultants, Inc. for an independent appraisal 
of the present secondary school plant and an investigation of the various 
construction alternatives. 

1. Our enrollment studies have been directed toward determining the 
probable numbers of Junior and Senior High students over the next decade 
and the possible enrollments in Grades 7-12 in the distant future. In ad- 
dition to the projections noted in our prior report, we have had the ad- 
vantage of other studies prepared by the Town’s planning consultant, Mr. 
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Allen Benjamin, by the State Building Assistance Commission and by Dr. 
George E. Kimball assisted by the League of Women Voters. These studies 
and projections have been correlated and this Committee concludes that 
the following enrollments for Winchester’s public secondary schools are 
as accurate as possible at the present time: 
a. On October 1, 1957 there were 526 students in the Junior High 
School, 1,051 in the Senior High School, a total of 1577. 
b. In October, 1962 it is expected there will be 2,000 to 2,040 in 
Grades 7-12; by October, 1967, 2,200 to 2,300 in these grades. 
ec. It is not unlikely that at some point the public secondary school 
enrollment will exceed 3,000. This does not mean that when the Town 
is fully built up the enrollment will be over 3,000, but that at some 
point before saturation, the enrollment may be over 3,000. 
The October, 1967 projections have been translated into Junior and 
Senior High School enrollnvents on both a 2-4 and a 3-3 basis as follows: 


Junior High School Senior High School 
Grades 7-8 ‘750-780 Grades 9-12 1450-1520 
Grades 7-9 1210-1265 Grades 10-12 990-1035 


2. We have reviewed our study of the educational capacity of the 
present Junior and Senior High Schools in light of our consultant’s report 
and believe the following to be the capacity of the two plants: 

Junior High — 600 Senior High — 1000 
These buildings contain certain special facilities with a present efficient 
capacity as follows: 


Junior High School Senior High School 
Gymnasium 600 Gymnasium 1200 
Cafeteria 300 per shift Cafeteria 350 per shift 
Auditorium 630 Auditorium 1050 


For effective education, cafeterias should not have more than two shifts 
per day, though many schools run three shifts per day. 

It will be seen that further construction in the center to house 2,300 
students would have to provide classrooms for about 700 students, addi- 
tional cafeteria facilities for 350 (assuming the present cafeterias run 
three shifts a day) and gymnasium area for 500 students. The present 
auditoriums are sufficient for 2,300 pupils. 

We have again studied the possible use of the Wadleigh building. From 
an educational point of view we have concluded, as have our consultants, 
that this building should not be considered for use as part of the secondary 
school system. The basement can be used only for shops or home eco- 
nomics, and the space available there is too small for any major program of 
this nature. This leaves eight classrooms available for not more than 200 
secondary school students, who would have some classes in Wadleigh but 
would have their Physical Education, Industrial Arts and Homemaking 
classes, assemblies and meals in one of the main buildings. Some 7,200 cars 
and trucks travel along Washington Street per day; if Main Street were 
closed, the number would greatly exceed 10,000. A reliable and experienced 
contractor has advised the Committee that to put the building in minimum 
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serviceable condition would cost at least $120,000. To this must be added 
architectural fees in the neighborhood of 10%. The use of Wadleigh would 
not eliminate the need for new construction immediately. The danger 
involved in the continued crossing and recrossing of Washington Street, 
the instructional time which would be lost in this process, the small size 
of the building, together with the cost required to put the building in 
usable condition lead this Committee to only one conclusion: Wadleigh can- 
not practically be used for secondary school purposes. We are still con- 
sidering its possibilities for administrative uses. 

3. We have thoroughly considered the various possibilities of further 
construction in the present location. We will need in the next ten years 
some 30 classrooms with supporting facilities. To add this space to either 
or both of the present buildings without closing Main Street would result 
in substandard facilities. If this space were added to Junior High School, 
the size of the building would be more than doubled on an already inade- 
quate site. To add 22 classrooms plus supporting facilities to the Senior 
High School and 8 classrooms with supporting facilities to the Junior High 
School would be a more expensive alternative than to build a single new 
building of equivalent capacity. These buildings are not so laid out and 
designed as to make the construction of major additions practical or feas- 
ible. 

The only feasible method of constructing additional facilities in the 
center of Town is by closing Main Street, placing a building across the 
street, and shifting to a six-year integrated secondary program. In order 
for such a building to provide economical operation (and it should be re- 
membered that 85% of school costs are in operation, only 15% in construc- 
tion), it would be necessary to concentrate in this new building facilities 
used by the whole school such as cafeteria and library. The present Senior 
High School cafeteria might be converted to shops, and the Junior High 
cafeteria and shops to other uses. Making such renovations would disrupt 
the school program for probably two years. 


Presently some 7,000 cars and trucks a day use Main Street between 
the two schools. This load would be thrown on Washington Street with a 
total of some 14,000 a day. In order to handle this traffic, we are advised 
by the Selectmen, it would be necessary to widen Washington Street from 
Main Street to Mystic Valley Parkway at an estimated cost of $80,000. It 
would be necessary to relocate certain utilities presently in Main Street. 
While private utilities might be compelled to pay their own expenses, the 
total bill for relocation has been estimated at $70,000. It would be necessary 
to take additional land by eminent domain at a possible cost of $45,000- 
$50,000. We believe the cost of constructing a connecting building and 
making the necessary renovations in the present buildings would exceed 
the cost of constructing a new school. The recent expansion of the present 
Senior High School cost over $3,000 per pupil. Construction costs for new 
high schools are now averaging about $2,500 per pupil. Architects’ fees 
for additions to existing structures run about 50% higher than for design- 
ing new buildings. 
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The alternative is to build another school in a new location. Excluding 
land acquisition and development costs, such a building, with all necessary 
facilities and equipment, could probably be built at the present time for 
around $2,500 per pupil. Such a plan offers Winchester the following ad- 
vantages: 


a. It avoids further congestion in the center of Town (1) by not 
closing Main Street and thereby funneling all traffic through Wash- 
ington Street and (2) by not adding another 700 students to an 
area already crowded and lacking sufficient athletic, recreational 
and parking area. 


b. It does not require the constant intermingling of students from 
twelve to eighteen years of age. 


c. It permits of a flexibility in future school building not available 
under the previous proposals. 


d. It does not require Winchester to operate a school so large that 
administration is difficult and students lose their individuality and 
the personal attention of the faculty. 


e. It takes a big step toward providing adequate athletic and recrea- 
tional areas for the secondary schools. 


f. As far as the Committee can determine in the absence of detailed 
planning and architectural studies, the total cost of a new school 
will be less than the total cost of equivalent facilities on Main 
Street. This does not include, in either case, State aid, which 
probably would be available for a new school and probably not 
available for any further construction in the center. 


For these reasons the Committee recommends the immediate construc- 
tion of a new Junior High School for not less than 500 students on a site 
outside the center of Town. Upon completion, the organization of the 
secondary schools would be changed to a three-year Senior High School 
and two three-year Junior High Schools, with all students in Grades 10-12 
attending the present Senior High School and students in Grades 17-9 
divided between the present Junior High School and the new Junior High 
School. 


It may be possible to use part of the school on a temporary basis to 
educate elementary students who cannot be handled in the present elemen- 
tary schools. To this end we shall work closely with the Johnson Road 
Elementary School Building Committee in considering available sites. 
Excess capacity might also be used on a temporary basis for school ad- 
ministration. 
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The Committee requests $3,000 to be used for architectural, engineering 
and other consultants in the selection of a site for a new Junior High 
School. We shall report to the Town with our specific recommendation 
as soon as possible.

Report of Building Committee for 
Enlarged Facilities for Senior and Junior 
High Schools and Administration Offices 


THIRD REPORT — SEPTEMBER, 1958 


1. The Site—Committee Recommendation 

Last March the Town directed this Committee to recommend a site 
for a new Junior High School. To assist us we engaged Smith and Sellew, 
a well-known firm of architects who have received national recognition 
for their work on school site problems, and we again made use of the ex- 
perience of Cambridge Consultants, Inc. The League of Women Voters 
aided us by preparing a house-to-house analysis of pupil density. The 
Planning Board generously offered to have their consultant, Mr. Allen 
Benjamin, make an independent appraisal of several of the more likely 
sites; his outstanding study has been most helpful to us. 

Of the possible sites for such a school, study of their location and 
characteristics showed that only three were worth intensive and detailed 
study. These three sites were: 

1. Some 18 acres formerly owned by Clarence Pond on the south side 

of High Street across from Marycliff Academy; 

2. An area of well over 20 acres, mostly owned by the Mahoney family, 
and located north of Johnson Road and northwest of the Wild- 
wood Street Playground; 

3. Some 25 acres, on the boundary line between Precincts 5 and 6, 
owned by the Town and presently used by the Water Department 
as a wellfield. 

In evaluating these sites four basic factors were considered: Size, 
Topography, Accessibility and Centrality. In size, it is necessary to pro- 
vide sufficient usable area for buildings, service roads, parking space, out- 
door activities and expansion. The customary standard for junior high 
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schools is 10 acres plus an additional acre for each 100 students. In view of 
the possible growth of secondary school enrollment, we considered a site 
of at least 20 usable acres desirable. 

The Topography of the land affects both the usable area and the cost 
of construction. Steep ledge or swampy land not only reduce the usable 
area but also increase materially the development cost of the site and the 
cost of building construction. The Accessibility factor includes a study 
not only of the existing street pattern, but of access roads and the proximity 
to the site of necessary utilities such as water and sewer lines. 


Centrality takes into account the location of the pupils’ homes and 
involved a study of the distance students will have to travel to reach the 
school. Connected with this is the problem of how. many students will 
have to be transported to the school. 


In terms of size and topography, the High Street site is the least de- 
sirable. Not only it is less than 20 acres, but of the available land only 
the western seven or eight acres are usable without exceedingly expensive 
earth moving, and, because of the surrounding homes, the eastern end is 
almost detached from the main part of the site. The most favorable site 
topographically is the Wellfield, with the greater part being relatively flat 
hard packed gravel. 


Study of accessibility reveals that none of these sites has an ideal 
automotive traffic pattern and that the Johnson Road site would be ex- 
ceedingly expensive to develop in terms of access roads, water and sewers. 
Because of probable road work outside the Wellfield, the High Street site 
would be the cheapest to service, but the steep grade of High Street would 
make access from east of Cambridge Street difficult and hazardous in the 
winter. 


Mr. Benjamin’s study shows that the three sites are practically equiva- 
lent when evaluated for centrality. This is because of the high density 
residential areas which are east and west of the Wellfield and because of 
the limited capacity of the present Junior High School. He concludes, 
“... centrality should not be the determinent in making a final site selec- 
tion—at least between the Mahoney Land and the Wellfield Lot, which 
otherwise have the best general site characteristics.” 


On the factors within their scope, Smith and Sellew said, “Our first 
choice is the Wellfield site because we believe the total cost of building 
and site development will be far less than on the Mahoney property. In 
other words, in the end there will be more to show for the money expended.” 


Mr. Donald Mitchell of Cambridge Consultants, Inc., has stated, “I 
would prefer the Wellfield site for the following reasons, in order of im- 
portance: 1. Centrality of service to present and probable future students 
as determined by Mr. Benjamin’s analysis; 2. Size and shape offer easy 
development and provide a margin of safety should future additions be 
required; 3. The existing access and the possibility of providing additional 
access is the best of the potential sites; 4. No expensive development, costs 
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are evident in the topography or surface characteristics; 5. Easily obtain- 
able at no present cost to the town.” 

In addition to the considerations already discussed, the Wellfield has 
the further advantage of allowing flexibility in the planning and econom- 
ical construction of additional secondary school facilities when and if 
such become necessary. 

After full and thorough consideration the Committee unanimously 
recommends to the Town that the new junior high school be located on the 
Wellfield. 


II. The Site — Development 


The Wellfield presently consists of 21.95 acres west of Horn Pond Brook 
and 6.46 acres east of the Brook. It is proposed, as shown on the site map, 
that the Water and Sewer Board will retain 3.38 acres west of the Brook 
and transfer the rest of the land to the School Committee. The land re- 
maining under control of the Water & Sewer Board is that on which the 
pumping station, wells and other equipment are located. This area will 
be sufficient for present and future water needs, while the land to be 
transferred will provide ample room for a new Junior High School and 
for its expansion, if and when necessary. To protect the Town’s investment, 
the wells and pumping station would be fenced off. 

The new Junior High School building would be located south of the 
land kept by the Water Board; athletic and recreational areas would 
be on the north side. Our studies to date do not indicate that it will be 
necessary to use any of the land east of Horn Pond Brook at the present 
time, but, if the school is enlarged, certain playfields would probably be 
put on this easterly portion. The south part of the site is covered with 
pine trees, and there are several large oak trees elsewhere; as many of 
these would be kept as possible. 

The school would face east, toward Horn Pond Brook, and the primary 
vehicular access would be by Horn Pond Brook Road. The brook would 
be crossed opposite Royal and Porter Streets by culverts. If it may be 
economically done, it would add substantially to the efficiency and effective- 
ness of the front of the school to cover over the Brook between these cul- 
verts. School buses would unload and visitors would park at the front 
of the school. 

Parking for faculty would be on the north side of the school which 
also would be the delivery area; there would be a small parking area near 
the gymnasium, with access from Brantwood Road near Pond Street. Ad- 
ditional pedestrian access would be provided from the bicycle path which 
crosses the south end of the lot. The layout is such that there is no need 
to have an automobile road cross the site. 


Il1iI—The School 


The Committee recommends that construction of a new three year 
junior high school be undertaken as soon as possible. As will be recalled 
from our second report, we estimate the junior and senior high enrollments 
in 1967 will be between 2200 and 2300. -Since the efficient capacity of these 
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schools is now 1600, and the conversion to a three year junior high program 
may well reduce the capacity of the present junior high school, by 1967 the 
town will need housing for 600-750 additional pupils in grades 7-12. 


The Committee has decided to recommend that the new junior high 
school be built to accommodate 750 students. The reasons for these recom- 
mendations are: 


1. The classrooms which are not immediately used by junior high stu- 
dents will be available to alleviate the crowded conditions of the elementary 
schools. The use of junior high classrooms on a temporary basis would 
postpone additional elementary school construction. 


2. If the school were built for substantially less than 750, it would be 
necessary to construct additional facilities within a few years after the 
school opens. Since 1950 construction costs in Massachusetts have increased 
over 40%; there is sound reason to believe this climb will continue. There- 
fore, it would be economical to build in one step what we know we will need, 
and can use, rather than build now and build again soon ata higher price. 


With the opening of the new school, both the present and proposed 
junior high schools would offer seventh, eighth and ninth grade courses. 
Concurrently, the program of studies would be improved, the most notice- 
able changes being the introduction of biology and typing in the ninth 
grade and the commencement of foreign language study at the seventh 
grade. 


A preliminary sketch of the proposed building showing the general 
layout is included with this report. Present studies indicate the building 
would contain 34 classrooms of the following types: 

Academic 20 

Science 
Industrial Arts 
Home-Making 
Commercial 
Art 

Music

In addition there would be a multi-purpose assembly hall, a cafeteria, 
a gymnasium, a library and administrative office. Further study by the 
Committee with its architectural and educational consultants may permit 
combining some of these facilities. 


The Committee believes that the new junior high school could open in 
the Fall of 1960. To accomplish this, it will be necessary to adhere as 
closely as possible to this schedule: 

September 25, 1958—Appropriate funds for preliminary plans, working 

drawings and specifications. 

February 1, 1959—Working drawings and specifications put out for bids. 

March 1, 1959—Bids received. 

Early March, 1959—Appropriation to build school. 
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April 1, 1959—Construction starts. 

August 1, 1960—Building complete. 

Substantial delay in any part of this schedule would result. in the school 
not being ready when classes start in September, 1960. Delay in the plan- 
ning stage may also result in higher cost, since bids for construction work 
are generally lowest in the early spring. 


In order that the Committee may complete the planning stage and 
obtain bids, we are requesting that $80,000, earmarked for this purpose, be 
transferred from the Excess and Deficiency Account to the Committee. The 
Committee will then complete plans and report to the Town at a special 
Town meeting with a firm price for the construction of a new junior high 
school.

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Report of Fiscal Survey Committee 


This report will summarize the work of this committee during its fourth 
year. 


The new accounting machine which was put into service in October 
1957 has proved to be a valuable purchase. With it we now process: all 
budgetary accounting, accounts payable, payroll and general accounting. 
Monthly statements are prepared within three days following the close of 
each month and are in the hands of every department in town including 
every selectman and every member of the Finance Committee. This gives 
them financial information while it is news and not history. 


In purchasing the new accounting machine it was contemplated that 
work from various offices could be transferred onto it. This has proved 
to be possible. For instance, from the Treasurer’s office, the payroll checks, 
payroll check journal, other payroll forms, as well as all voucher checks, 
public assistance checks are now all done in the Accountant’s office. Re- 
ports of total wages paid to individuals and the W-2 forms for the govern- 
ment are automatically prepared. 


Actually, this was the start of a central payroll procedure conceived 
in January 1958 and during the year extended to include some of the payroll 
work in all departments. The writing of the checks with earnings record 
cards and records of retirement system contributions is an automatic by- 
product. This central payroll procedure is still being developed and ex- 
panded. It is the purpose of this project to simplify and standardize pay- 
roll procedures throughout the town. 


These changes and some others of the same type have necessitated more 
clerical help in the Accountant’s office than was formerly required. This 
additional help has been obtained without cost to the town because the 
clerk employed in the Treasurer’s office who used to do much of this work— 
a position which was left unfilled during the year—has been eliminated en- 
tirely. The work done by a part-time clerical assistant for another Board 
has also been eliminated and this clerk transferred to a vacancy in another 
department. 


Closely related to the changes mentioned above in the Treasurer’s office 
routine is the extension of the policy of co-operation between the Treasurer’s 
and Collector’s offices. This free interflow of help and assistance between 
these two functions has worked out very beneficially. Keeping in mind the 
decision voted at the March 1958 Town Meeting to combine these offices, a 
continuing study has been made of these functions and the work load of 
the individuals performing them. This study was accelerated upon the 
resignation of the Town Collector in October, to take effect December 31, 
1958. As this report is written, all details of the consolidation are not com- 
plete but a full report will be made to the Town Meeting. As a direct 
result of the work done so far, it is clear that the budgets for these two 
departments for 1959 are $7,000 less than for 1958. 
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The acquisition of the postage meter authorized last year has made 
it possible to institute a central mailing procedure. This was defined to all 
departments in the Town Hall in June and as the various departments use 
up their supply of stamped envelopes they are shifting over onto the central 
mailing plan. The forecasted savings are being realized. Furthermore, the 
use of the machine is making possible further economies through stream- 
lining other procedures. 

The installation of the Addressograph equipment and its integration 
into the work of the Assessors’ office, Town Clerk’s office, Treasurer’s de- 
partment, and currently the Water department, proved to be a major opera- 
tion and taxed the abilities and patience of practically everyone in the town 
hall, and a few outside. The taxpayers were the only conceivable group 
who enjoyed it, due to the lateness of the arrival of their tax bills as a result 
of the conversion. 

The installation, as it now functions, is one to be proud of. Winchester 
admittedly has more work done on its one Addressograph Machine than any 
other town. We are now doing or are about to do: Real Estate Billing— 
Poll Tax Billing—Water Billing—List of Residents—Voting List—List of 
Town Meeting Members, Tally Sheets and Notices—Dog License Notices— 
Addressing for the Mailing of Town Reports, Warrants, Finance Committee 
Reports. 

In the Town Clerk’s office there has been almost a complete turnover 
in personnel during the last year or more. A “new look” at the methods 
and procedures in that office brought to light many possible changes and 
improvements. The Addressograph equipment was called upon to take a 
major part in the modernization program. There has been much hard work 
done in the Town Clerk’s office by the personnel in that department, with 
results for which the town can be very grateful. 


As mentioned earlier, the changeover in the method of handling real 
estate billing in the Assessors’ office was perhaps the largest and most vital 
specific job done during the year but the town, for the first time, now owns 
and operates all the necessary facilities for sending out its real estate bills 
easily and rapidly. The stress and strain of installing the new system this 
year will pay big dividends annually from now on. Even this year the 
$700 that has been paid in the past for outside contracted services was 
avoided and will no longer be necessary. The billing machine in the As- 
sessors’ office was converted to the processing of the new bill forms used on 
the Addressograph machine. Although somewhat slow and a bit awkward 
to operate, the town is now obtaining good use of this machine. 

This committee co-operated with the Selectmen in setting up the posi- 
tion of Administrative Assistant to the Board of Selectmen. It has watched 
the evolution of this job and the work accomplished, and firmly believes 
it to be a very constructive move. By this, the Selectmen are provided with 
helpful and needed factual information on which to act, and the public is 
better served by their office. Continuing work in the proper development 
of this helpful position should make it even more valuable to the Selectmen 
and, therefore, to the town. 
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It is now evident that with the help of the Administrative Assistant the 
Board of Selectmen is a logical and effective facility through which the 
type of work performed by the Fiscal Survey Committee can be continued. 
Because it is an elected Board and, therefore, directly responsible to the 
voters, the Board of Selectmen constitutes a democratic administrative 
office with true representation of, and sensitivity to the will of the elec- 
torate. So long as this Board is thus elected and has the authority to ap- 
point competent individuals to supervise the important major functions for 
which the Board of Selectmen is administratively responsible, Winchester 
can be assured of good government in the town hall. 

The soundness of this logic is already being demonstrated by the fact 
that various projects conceived and defined by the Fiscal Survey Commit- 
tee are being carried out, in actual practice, by the Selectmen’s office 
through their Administrative Assistant. The following is an illustration: 

Shortly after the last annual town meeting a survey was made of the 
record keeping methods of the town, it having been found that the record 
storage vault was overcrowded, to understate the situation. This resulted 
in recommendations to the Selectmen that it be cleared and that an orderly 
procedure for its use be established. This has been ably carried out through 
the combined efforts of the new Administrative Assistant and the Town 
Accountant. In the process, several truckloads of obsolete and worthless 
records were also carried out to the town dump, the approval of the State 
Supervisor of Public Records having been secured. A complete Records 
Management Program was developed in August and has been submitted to 
the Secretary of State for approval. 

Other activities of the Fiscal Survey Committee have included recom- 
mendations regarding re-activation of the town’s capital budgeting activity. 
Years ago Winchester was outstanding in this area but its long range cap- 
ital planning fell into disuse. It is gratifying that stimulated by their own 
thinking and the suggestions of our committee, the Planning Board is 
going ahead rapidly with a new plan of capital budgeting, and indications 
are that real progress will be made. 

Improvements are being made in the methods of reporting financial 
data to the town. An effort is being made to conform to the national 
standards for governmental accounting. The work so far done conforms 
in part and progress is being made. 

An article sponsored last year reorganized the Insurance Committee 
and transferred the administrative responsibility for this work from the 
Treasurer to the Town Accountant. The Insurance Committee has been 
working hard and has greatly improved and streamlined this function. 

As this report is written, in mid-December 1958, the committee has 
before it these items of unfinished business: 

1. Proper combination of Treasurer-Collector functions. 

2. Define the nature of and make recommendations relative to a central 

accounting responsibility or authority. 

3. The transfer to proper authority of the necessary responsibility for 

continuing the work of this committee. 
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The latter two are for the purpose of insuring a continuing surveillance 
of the fiscal methods and procedures of the town, lest—on the dissolution 
of this committee—in the years to come, they again fall behind the times 
and many practices again become obsolete. 

Inasmuch as these matters cannot be successfully concluded prior to the 
March 1959 Town Meeting, and since there are new procedures recently 
instituted that require watching and possible refinement, the committee 
asks to be continued one more year. No funds are needed or requested.

Report of Town Forest Committee 


Board of Selectmen 

Town Hall 

Winchester, Massachusetts 
Gentlemen: 


The $1,500.00 allotted by the Town for work in the Clara G. Brooks 
Woods, the Town Forest, in 1958 was utilized for appropriate forestry work 
largely in its eastern part. The contractor engaged, to supplement work by 
Town men and volunteers, continued the program as laid out by the Com- 
mittee, which calls for the entire tract of about 25 acres to receive tree 
surgery and brush clearing, a sector at a time. This program began on a 
scheduled basis in 1956, following a good deal of miscellaneous work in 
given areas from time to time since the acquisition of the Forest by the 
Town in 1941, and the results are so far most satisfactory. If an appro- 
priation of the approximate amount of each of the last three years, which 
is to say $1,500.00 a year, is continued on an annual basis, the Committee 
believes this beautiful piece of Town property can be put in order and satis- 
factorily maintained, including reforestation thus far done on a small scale 
only. 

The Committee is glad to report somewhat less destruction of young 
evergreens and other species by irresponsible persons, which may well be 
due in large part to the policing of the area by the Winchester Police De- 
partment. To Chief Harrold and his associates, the Committee wishes to 
express its appreciation. We shall be encouraged to consider further re- 
forestation if we have reasonable assurance that the trees planted will re- 
main unmolested. Those red pine, white pine and white spruce set out ten 
years or more ago, and unharmed, have taken shape and well demonstrate 
how attractively new growth trees fill in barren or cut-over areas. There 
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is an unusual growth of young hemlocks which, after brush clearing, have 
seeded themselves and pushed ahead. 

It would be interesting to measure the value in dollars and cents of the 
tree population of the forest. It is possible to do this, in fact it is done as 
to shade trees in at least two cities within the Committee’s knowledge, 
Newark and Plainfield, New Jersey. To many people, trees take on a new 
importance when they are shown to be worth a lot of money. In all com- 
munities are large trees whose replacement, if that were possible, would 
cost hundreds of dollars each. Winchester is most happily situated, both 
in the forest and elsewhere, in having a bountiful quota of such trees. 

Quite aside from considerations of monetary value however, “Our big 
brothers, the trees,” as St. Francis of Assisi called them long ago, have 
always been companions of man, loved for their beauty and their associa- 
tions. They contribute to health by purifying the air. They give pleasant 
and restful shade. They absorb noise. And to follow paths among them at 
any season of the year, with their attendant flowers, shrubs and wild life, 
is a fortunate opportunity always close at hand in Clara G. Brooks Woods.

For more than ten years each annual report of the Trustees of the 
Winchester Public Library has recommended additional facilities to provide 
for greater use of the Library. The population growth in Winchester since 
1932, when the present library building was completed, has resulted in sub- 
stantial increases in the registration of users, circulation of books, volumes 
shelved, and the types of services furnished. Library consultants, Trustees, 
professional staff members and Town-appointed Building Committees have 
reported sub-standard facilities and have advanced the need for additional 
space. When the Town declined to approve either of two building proposals 
presented at Town Meetings in April and October of 1957, the Trustees 
requested and received $27,419 at the Annual Town Meeting in 1958 to be 
used for (a) substantial maintenance work that had been postponed pend- 
ing a decision on the building addition; (b) changes to improve the effi- 
ciency of the present building; and (c) certain additional furnishings and 
equipment. 

Much of the time and effort of both the Trustees and the Library Staff 
during the past year has been spent in planning and carrying out changes 
that will make the operation of the Library more efficient, its use more 
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satisfying and its appearance more pleasing. The Main Reading Room 
has been supplemented by changing the area formerly used as a gallery 
and auditorium to a second reading room, with the addition of shelves 
for browsing, periodical racks, comfortable furniture, and yet preserving 
wall areas in order that the Winchester Art Association might continue to 
have space for the interesting exhibits they regularly arrange for the 
Townspeople. The three Tiffany windows formerly in the old Town Hall 
are shown to their best advantage. 

The main entrance hall area has been altered by increasing the size 
of the circulation desk and making the stacks more accessible. The work- 
rooms of the Staff have been improved to give greater and more efficient 
service. 

The Rich Room has been altered to provide a place where group meet- 
ings of limited size may be held. 

Many areas have been painted, many tiled, lighting has been made far 
more adequate throughout and the shelving increased to the extent good 
library practice allows in the existing building. 

The Children’s Room area has been enlarged by the elimination of 
closets and an adjacent office and by the use of part of the corridor for 
additional shelving. However, it is still far too limited in size for the active 
and encouraging use being made of it. 

Throughout all of this construction work, with its noise and dust and 
inconvenience, the Staff has been most patient and co-operative and the 
Townspeople using the Library most considerate and understanding. 


While the changes will give the people of Winchester more advantag- 
eous use of their Library building and will give the Staff more efficient fa- 
cilities with which to work, the lack of adequate space still leaves much to be 
desired. 


Several changes should be noted in the membership of the Board of 
Trustees since the last annual report. Mr. Neil H. Borden and Mr. Vincent 
C. Ambrose finished long terms of valuable service on the Board. Mrs. 
Mabelle M. Long, serving her second three year term resigned because she 
was moving from Winchester. Her contributions at our meetings will be 
a real loss. Fortunately, Mr. John C. Willis, who has been on the Board for 
eight years, serving as chairman during the last four, has continued as a 
Trustee and has given the remaining novices much help and counsel. Mrs. 
Marion N. Chandler, Mrs. Betsey G. Morton and Mr. Thomas M. Downes 
have become members of the Board this year. 

A number of gifts have been received by the Library during 1958. A 
gift of $1,000 by Mrs. Ernest Eustis in memory of George Homer Eustis will 
be used to enhance the Children’s area and will include a new addition to 
the circulation desk. 

A wall clock from the D. U. Club at Harvard, a painting by Mrs. Eliza- 
beth Lobingier from the EnKa Society and $1,150 from Mr. Langley C. Keyes 
and family to be used for the purchase of art books, were all given in 
memory of Marianne C. Keyes, for many years a Trustee. 
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The sum of $2,000 and a collection of books and magazines were recently 
bequeathed by the late Letitia F. Hopper. 

In addition to the above, the Library has received many gifts of books 
and magazines from generous Townspeople. The Trustees are expressing 
the appreciation of the entire Town in acknowledging all of these gifts. 

The Board is most grateful to cur new Librarian and her Staff and the 
other employees who have continued to serve the Town well in spite of the 
construction and moving work that has been going on so constantly for 
months. We know how much they and the Townspeople using the Library 
will appreciate the completion of the extensive changes. We anticipate 
an increase in the use of our Library facilities that will not only be more 
efficient but far more enjoyable.

LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 


After the adverse action of the 1957 Town Meetings on the Library addi- 
tion, building changes of a permanent nature became necessary, along with 
many repairs which had been postponed in expectation of the addition. 
In a Special Article the 1958 Town Meeting appropriated $27,419 for these 
changes and repairs. While the work has not been entirely completed at 
this date, most of the desired changes have already been accomplished. 


The area where improvement was most needed, as pointed out in last 
year’s report, was the Children’s Room. The closet walls at the east end 
of the room were removed, with the result that this floor and wall space 
are now part of the Children’s Room. The toilet behind the desk has been 
repaired for the use of the children, thus it is no longer necessary for them 
to use the adult facilities. The toilet was large enough for a storage closet 
to be partitioned off for supplies. Shelving was made one shelf higher 
along both outside walls of the Children’s Room, and movable shelving in 
the new section of the room will help alleviate the crowded condition of the 
shelves. The new section of the room, also the toilet, were repainted and 
given vinyl tile floors. Heating vents were moved to increase and improve 
the heating of the room. The Children’s Librarian had already moved 
into the former janitor’s room for her office—workroom, and here we re- 
painted and laid a new tile floor. We were able to enlarge the room and 
to straighten the corridor wall, by removing the old telephone booth. The 
corridor was given new tile, also new lights in preparation for its use as an 
annex of the Children’s Room. Double doors close this corridor from up- 
stairs traffic. 
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We believe everything has been done that can be done within the space 
of the present building to temporarily relieve conditions in the Children’s 
Room. It should be pointed out that there is no way to provide—(1) 
shelving for future growth in the Children’s book collection; (2) a separate 
area for story hours and class instruction; (3) an office and workroom from 
which the Children’s Librarian can see the Children’s Room. It is not a 
good solution to have the office and workroom of the librarian apart from 
the room itself. These disadvantages must await correction until the town 
can afford to build an addition to the Library. 

Other changes have been made on the ground floor of the building. In 
the Rich Room an opening was made in the north wall which has provided 
an Emergency Exit to the outside of the building. In this way the room has 
been made available for groups of 60-75 people. Regular meetings already 
scheduled for the room are those of the Art Association, Antiques Study 
Group, Fortnightly Literature Group, Visiting Nurses Association, Civil War 
Study Group, and the Historical Society. With the Rich Room now avail- 
able, we plan to begin again the Library Film programs, by the Fall of 
1959. 

On the ground floor, vinyl asbestos tile was laid in the Rich Room, 
Staff Room, locker room, all corridors, and the lower floor of the stacks, 
replacing the asphalt tile put in when the building was new. The original 
floors of the Children’s Room and the upstairs rooms were of rubber tile, 
and are still in excellent condition. Upstairs where floor patching was need- 
ed, also on the stairways, rubber tile was used to match as closely as pos- 
sible the existing floors. 

On the main floor of the building our aims were to provide more shelv- 
ing for adult books, and to make available more office and workroom space. 
In the workroom three closets were removed to increase the floor space by 
9 square feet. Two units were installed here which provide cupboards for 
storage of supplies, and formica counter tops for the work of processing 
and mending books. Extra storage shelves were placed on the wall above 
one counter. A cupboard unit for supplies was also added in the secretary’s 
office. New lights improve conditions in the workroom. The lavatory in 
the washroom was replaced by a janitor’s sink to aid in cleaning operations 
on the upper floors. 

In the Administrative offices, formerly the High School Alcove, a glass 
partition provides separate offices for Librarian and Assistant Librarian, 
and a coat closet has been added. 


The Circulation Desk has been moved to the left of the lobby. This 
location has enabled us to enlarge the desk, and to partition part of the 
alcove for a small office-workroom. The new location also gives better 
supervision of balcony and Main Reading Room. 


An opening was made between the right hand alcove and the new 
Reading Room, also the doorway into the room was enlarged. This makes 
possible direct supervision of this reading room from the Reference Desk 
in the alcove. It also provides a wider view of our beautiful Tiffany win- 
dows in the West Reading Room. The reading room itself becomes a closer 
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part of the library. New magazine shelves have been built along the entire 
wall under the stained glass windows. These hold the current magazines on 
inclined shelves, which can be lifted to disclose the back issues of the same 
magazines stored underneath. Two heating baffles were made part of the 
magazine shelves to carry the heat up behind the shelves and improve 
the heat in this room. The walls and woodwork of this room have been 
painted ivory, the ceiling an off-white color. Exhibits of permanent or 
loaned collections of pictures are hung above the shelves in both rooms. 

Movable five-foot-high bookshelves will increase the shelving capacity 
of both reading rooms. Shelving which was removed from offices and al- 
coves has been modified for use along the balcony railing, in the corridor 
to the Children’s Room, and under one reading room window where the 
window seat was removed. The additional shelves will hold 8,000-10,000 
books. 

In the West Reading Room, alcoves, and the three floors of the stacks, 
the lights have been changed to fluorescent fixtures which give much better 
illumination for reading, and for locating books on the shelves. 

Heating work begun in 1955 has now been finished, with installation of 
new valves and thermostats producing heat improvement in some library 
areas. Boilers and water coil have been cleaned, valves installed, etc., so 
that the building once more has hot water available. 

The building trim outside has been painted, the roof, gutters and down- 
spouts repaired. A drain has been installed outside the Children’s Room 
which has eliminated the leak into the building at that point. All screens 
have been repaired or replaced if necessary. The parking area, also walks 
to the Children’s Room, have been resurfaced by the Park Department. At 
the advice of lighting experts, we have had our two electric meters combined 
into one, which we hope will save an appreciable amount on our electric 
light bills. 

An outside location was decided on by the Trustees for a public tele- 
phone booth, when it was found necessary to remove the booth from the 
Children’s Room corridor. Many library patrons as well as the school 
youngsters missed the convenience of the phone booth. It has now been 
installed on the Mystic Valley Parkway side of the building near the walk 
to the Children’s Room. 

There have been changes in the staff in the past year. The Young 
Adults’ position became vacant in March with the resignation of Mrs. 
Kathleen Gonsalves. Fortunately we were able to fill the vacancy in 
August with Miss Anne C. Anderson, who holds an M.A. in Library Science. 
Miss Anderson was last year a staff member at Harvard Law Library. 

On November 30th we lost the services of a valued staff member when 
Mrs. Marian Tuxbury resigned as Assistant Children’s Librarian. At present 
we are filling in with part time helpers in this position. 

Members of the staff have been able to attend various professional 
meetings during this year, the Massachusetts Library Club meetings in 
Boston and Chatham, the New England Library Association meeting at 
Swampscott, as well as those of smaller groups which meet frequently to 
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discuss mutual problems. Miss Elizabeth M. Russell, Children’s Librarian, 
combined her vacation with a trip to San Francisco to attend the July 
meeting of the American Library Association. 

The Children’s Room of your library is an increasingly busy place. 
Miss Russell has given instruction to many classes from the elementary 
grades during the year, and told stories to those groups which could come 
during the school day when the Children’s Room is not crowded. After- 
school story hours, as well as movie programs, were impossible because 
of the lack of meeting space. Miss Russell was guest speaker for the Lin- 
coln School Mothers Club in May when she reviewed children’s books, and 
discussed summer reading. 

During March our library joined other libraries of the nation in cele- 
brating National Library Week. Harlan Paine, Director of the Winchester 
Hospital, was Chairman of a Winchester committee to meet with the Li- 
brary Staff and suggest methods for calling community attention to the 
library during this special week. Book exhibits were placed in store win- 
dows, bank and theater lobby. Publicity was written. Announcements were 
made in churches and schools. But probably the most popular method of 
celebration was ‘“No-Fine-Week.” All overdue books were returnable with- 
out fines, with the result that some returned books which had been lost 
for four or five years! 

In the Spring the library provided space for an Extension Course on 
Flower Arrangement which proved popular. 

In May Miss Russell and Mrs. Pearl Winter, Assistant Librarian, in- 
troduced about 300 students from the town’s eighth grades to the adult 
department of the library. They were given adult cards and Mrs. Winter 
explained to them the upstairs locations of catalog, reference and other 
books. 


During the first week of December, Mrs. Winter and Miss Russell 
arranged a Christmas Book Fair in the Main Reading Room of the Library. 
Miss Marion Phipps, Reading Consultant from the Winchester School 
Department, arranged for the Mothers Club members to act as hostesses. 
Many elementary classes visited the Fair with their teachers. 

One innovation begun this year which library patrons appear to enjoy 
is the “New Book Table.” New books are placed on display for a week, 
during which time reserves may be left for the books. At the end of the 
week the books go into circulation as a new group of books goes on display. 

During the year the services of an experienced cataloguer were secured 
and the Lincoln and Lee books, together with other Civil War books pur- 
chased from the Rich Fund, have been catalogued. These catalog cards will 
soon be filed in the catalog on the main floor, so that the books may be 
used by those interested. A duplicate catalog of the Lincoln-Lee collection 
will also be available in the Rich Room for the serious student who may 
use the collection there. There still remains uncatalogued a small collection 
of Rich books on Scottish history which will be completed, we hope, in the 
coming year. 
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Senior Girl Scouts of the Town have been volunteer workers at the 
library during the past year. Their hours of good service so cheerfully 
given, have been greatly appreciated by the library staff. 


Library staff members and volunteers from En Ka have continued to 
give bedside library service twice a week to patients at the Winchester 
Hospital. As in past years En Ka has contributed $250 for the purchase 
of new books for the Hospital Collection. 


During the past year library rules have been changed for young adults. 
The entire library has been opened to them, reading rooms, Music Room 
and stacks. The exception is that on Monday and Tuesday evenings the 
Music Room is closed to high school students. On these busy evenings 
we do not have sufficient staff for supervision of the Music Room. 


May I thank the personnel of other Town Departments for their 
friendly cooperation with this newcomer and her many questions. I ap- 
preciate the countless hours given by the Library Trustees as they helped 
me and my staff work out library problems. And especially, I wish to 
thank the members of my staff whose loyalty and dependable service have 
made this year possible.

Gentlemen: 


During the year thirty members were added to the Retirement System, 
seventeen members have withdrawn, eight members retired on pension, 
one member died, making a total of two hundred sixty-nine active, sixteen 
inactive members and fifty-nine pensioners at the end of 1958. Four pen- 
sioneers died during the year. 


The total paid out for persions during the year was $72,684.62 of which 
amount $797.92 was reimbursed by another system. The Town appropri- 
ated $62,914.54 for the Pension Fund. The amount paid to pensioners since 
the system started on July 1, 1939 is $495,976.85. Contributions by members 
during the year amounted to $50,798.12 in regular contributions and 
$8,254.68 in special contributions. $6,058.49 was paid out in annuities.

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Report of the Town Accountant 


December 31, 1958 


In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 41, Section 61 of the 
General Laws, I herewith submit my report of the financial transactions 
of the Town of Winchester for the year ending December 31, 1958, together 
with miscellaneous tables and statistics. 


Ordinary Operations 

The ordinary revenues of the town for the year exceeded the total 
expenditures for ordinary operations by $200,243.56. The actual receipts 
for the year were $104,090.07 in excess of estimates, the revenue appropri- 
ation balances were $95,715.39, and assessments made after the fixing of 
the tax rate amounted to $438.10. 

On December 31, the general surplus revenue account had a balance 
of $790,001.68, of which $724,453.37 was available for expenditure. This 
amount is $127,348.12 more than was available a year ago. 


Water Department Operations 

The Water Department operated at a deficit of $95,447.72 for the year. 
The accumulated operating deficit for this department, after credit for 
revenue appropriation balances of prior years, is $126,424.46. 

Debt Operations 

The funded debt of the town was reduced by $180,000.00 during the 
year. Payments on maturing debt aggregated this amount and no new 
debt was incurred. The borrowing capacity of the town, within the debt 
limit, on December 31, 1958 was $1,190,478.00, an increase of $197,237.00 
over the limit at the close of 1957. 


Post Audit of Departments 
In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 41, Section 51 of the 
General Laws, the accounts of the various town officers and boards en- 
trusted with the receipt, custody or expenditure of money have been exam- 
ined. In each case the records have been found correct, agreeing with the 
books of the town. 


Examination of Trust Funds 
In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 41, Section 53 of the 
General Laws, the accounts of the Commissioners of Trust Funds and 
the Town Treasurer have been examined. The securities held by these 
trustees have been examined and found to be in proper order. The cash 
balances of the trustees have also been verified.
